She stated 
in her suit that she and Marvin 
agreed to bold themselves out to 
the general public as man and 
wife, and that she would render 
services as a companion, house- 
keeper and cook. She had legally 
changed her name to Michelle 
Marvin. In return, Marvin, she 
said, made an oral agreement 
with her "to combine their efforts 
and earnings to share equally'any 
and all property accumulated." 


California is not a common law 


marriage state. The lower court 
decided against her. Triola then 
appealed to the California Su- 
preme Court, which with a differ- 
ent opinion about the circum- 
stances, now ruled in her favor. 


Apparently, the California Su- 


preme Court agreed that for all 
practical purposes she was his 
wife even though she had.no piece 
of paper to prove it.

In California, cases involving liv- 
ing together couples who see a 
similarity between their situations 
and the present Triola case are 
rushing to the courts in that state.

eral, entitle husband and wife to 
share their incomes no matter 
who earns it.

Play: work of babyhood 


Even at five weeks old 
best toys also please 


by KENT GARLAND BURTT 


(First of three parts) 


A toy pleases a baby when its characteristics exactly match the 


baby's own emerging Interests and abilities. 


Priscilla was five weeks old when I went to visit her. As I held 


her, her eyes roamed all around the room, not fixing on anything, 
not appearing to see any one thing. Her.arms and tegs moved 
restlessly. 


Now I knew that a new baby is most apt to notice objects that 


provide strong dark and light contrasts, that he or she prefers 
pictures of faces to other patterns, and sees objects best when they 
are positioned 6 to 12 inches away. So, before visiting my friend's 
tiny daughter, I had cut an oval the size of a butter plate'out of 
white poster board and had drawn on it with a black felt marker a 
bold sketch of a face. The eyes were very prominent. I taped a 
piece of string to the back. 


When I placed Priscilla in her cradle, I tied the face picture to 


the Slats near the sheet. When her eyes moved in the direction of 
the face, they came to rest. Her glance riveted on that object six 
inches away. Her jerking limbs became still. She stared at.the 
face about three minutes — "the longest she's ever stared at 
anything," her mother commented in amazement. Her eyes swung 
away but returned in a moment to focus again on the drawing. 


THE TOY EVIDENTLY matched Priscilla's stage of devel- 


opment. It gave her a reason to exercise one of her developing 
skills, that of looking. 


From three to nine weeks a baby is only in the business of 


looking when not nursing or sleeping. And the baby Is looking to 
the side rather than straight up most of > the time when lying on its 
back. Therefore mobiles should not be hung directly overhead but 
to ihe side, and the figures should dangle about 12 inches from the 
eyes. 


Since the baby is looking at the bottoms of the figures, their 


undersides should be broad and colorful. Many commercial mo- 
biles have objects with attractive profiles, making them in- 
teresting only from the adult's point of view. The bottoms are 
narrow' and undecorated. A parent could draw several faces, em- 
phasizing the eyes and, after taping string to the reverse side of 
the pictures, tie them to a support on the right side of the bed. 


A stimulating crib environment is one that changes as a baby's 


abilities advance. After two months of age a baby is not content to 
explore a toy just visually. The baby wants to get its hands in- 
volved. This desfire results first in a batting motion, then a finger- 
ing of surfaces, and finally a sophisticated reach and grasp. 


DURING THE BATTING stage a baby will appreciate objects 


that swing and rattle when struck. The sound and movement are a 
reward for the baby's efforts. More and more the baby will enjoy 
being the cause of an effect. Objects attached to an elasticized 
string jiggle satlsfyingly. The string can be stretched across car- 
riage or car bed. 


At three months,' when a baby starts fingering his clothes and 


sheets, you can suspend swatches of cloth of varying textures 
above the hands (six to eight inches from the eyes). The point is to 
encourage innate curiosity, offering contrasting surfaces — such

as silky, nubby, limp, and stiff — to examine. An enriched crib 
environment widens a baby's horizon and keeps boredom away. 


As soon as a baby begins to interact manually with toys they 


must be securely attached to a support device which is also firmly 
fastened to the crib, playpen, or some piece of furniture near the 
infant seat. Anything that really captures a baby's fancy will be 
persistently tugged at. 


YOU MIGHT BUY a commercial mobile for its well-constructed 


support arm. Then you could remove its creatures and rig up 
"feelables" of your own choosing — a household utensil, a bell, a 
rattle, a soft animal or doll. 


As your baby learns during its fourth of fifth month to reach for 


a toy and coordinate this reach with a grasping action, you should 
no longer have objects dangling on strings. They will swing out of 
reach when touched, thus disappointing the small readier. 


Instead, take a hanger and bend the bottom wire so that the 


center of it comes close to the hook. You now have two rigid 
extensions. You can tie or tape interestingly contoured ojbects to 
the ends of these. Then fasten the hook of the hanger in a stationa- 
ry position to whatever support arm you are using. When your 
baby reaches out to manipulate the object, it will stay in the place 
he reaches toward. . 


For the first six months a baby's world is the environment 


within two to three feet of the eyes. Parents can make their baby's 
life more interesting* by providing interior decoration for crib and 
playpen geared precisely to developing early interests-and skills.

Consumers today don't hesitate to 


tell off manufacturers and retailers 
when they are dissatisfied with prod- 
ucts or services. Many do it by letter 
or telephone. 


Berenice Connor Kennedy helps 


women do it face to face. 


As a consumer affairs consultant, 


she lines up panels of women to air 
their grievances, suggestions and ap- 
plause before her clients, who are not 
identified until each meeting ends. 


"Regional 
supermarket 
chains 


bring in their store managers and 
personnel for the panel discussions," 
Mrs. Kennedy said In an Interview. 
"They want to get insights into shop- 


pers' attitudes and ideas for improv- 
ing their services." 


If the panelists have really criti- 


cized a market, Mrs. Kennedy said, 
"they will be embarrassed and sha- 
ken up, but pleased." 


SHE HAS conducted 30 to 40 panels 


annually over the past IS years 
through her company, Feminine Fore- 
cast, Inc. 


P a n e l i s t s represent all income 


groups from the poverty level to 
$30,000-MO,000 a year, she said. 


Clients represent a wide variety of 


fields: hair care and cosmetics manu- 
facturing, chemical products manu- 
facturing, Pharmaceuticals, toiletries, 
home furnishings, moving companies, 
airlines, fashions and food, among 
others. 


Ten years ago, women were trust- 


ing, Mrs. Kennedy said. Then, they 
went through a period of healthy 
skepticism, followed by claims of rip- 
offs. 


"Now, I see more willingness to 


trust again," she said. 


To reflect current trends, her eight- 


member panels are structured to have 
more 
working than 
non-working 


wives. Each includes at least four 
working wives and one single woman.' 
Their ages range from 21 to 60. 


EACH PROGRAM runs two hours, 


to give all panelists'get a chance to 
express their views. 


Their complaints? 
"It's almost a cliche," Mrs. Kenne- 


dy said. "They say advertising and 
particularly TV advertising, talks 


down to them. It doesn't reflect what 
their lives really are like." 


They also complain that advertising 


talks over their shoulders to their 
children. 


"Some younger mothers say they 


take their children to market to point 
out what is good and what is bad (to 
counteract the ads' influence)," she 
said. 


"I have had women say they warn 


other people not to shop at certain 
stores." 


The panels have confirmed, among 


other things, that single women and 
21-year-olds with children are very 
budget-conscious shoppers; that sin- 
gles spend more money than other 
women for clothes and high-fashion 
products. 


v MRS. KENNEDY said one airline 
campaigning to get more women trav- 
elers heard panelists complain how 
neglected women passengers feel. The 
panelists also thought the airline's 
food was terrible. Tasteless meat was 
the biggest complaint, Mrs. Kennedy 
said. The women felt they should have 
choice of diet and more fresh salads. 


"In the drug area, they are much 


more concerned with what goes in 
their bodies than on their faces," she 
said. She is beginning to consult v/ilh 
pharmaceutical 
companies 
about 


cheaper forms, of prescription drugs 
and the interactions of prescription 
and non-prescription drugs. 


Mrs. Kennedy is convinced such re- 


search has real impact on the way big 


companies do business. She cited the 
case of a hair product manufacturer 
who introduced unscented hair spray 
about 12 years ago because consumer 
panelists had asked for it. 


A SUPERMARKET owner whose 


customers complained they couldn't 
find clerks to help them introduced 
name tags and bright uniforms to in- 
crease the staffs' visibility. 


And a bank in Buffalo, N.Y., in- 


stalled little rooms where customers 
can confer with bank officers. A panel 
had revealed that many people, par- 
ticularly in smaller towns and cities, 
object to talking with bank officers in 
open lobbies because they think pass- 
ersby will assume they are asking for 
a loan.

Meet the "Money" book. 
The projects funded under the Older Americans 


Act keep us alive. Well, just about aMve. There's 
money for housing and health. There's money for 
welfare, education, income. There's money for em- 
ployment. In some areas there's money for sociabil- 
ity. Within these defined programmatic categories, 
directors and staff in offices of the aging do as good 
a Job a* they can. 


Improving the quality of our lives Is a different 


matter. There's no lagnlappe in the categorical 
budgets, No money Is specifically allotted to fund 
needed programs designed to make life more beau- 
tiful for the elderly. The directors of offices of the 
aging must therefore find the money for ex- 
peri-iientatlon and for pilot programs that will enrich 
our lives. 


THIS BRINGS us back to the "money" book. The 


correct name of the book is, "A National Guide to 
Government and Foundation Funding Sources in the 
Field of Aging." The authors an Lilly Cohen, M.A., 
of Adtlphl University's Program on Aging, and 
Marie OppedUano-Reich, PhD., of the Nassau Coun- 
ty Department of Senior Citizen Affairs, both in New 
York. 


The book covers data relative to federal and state 


grants as distributed under the Older Americans 
Act. Additionally , there are analyses of other feder-

al programs whose purposes may be applicable to 
some funding for the aging. Then there is grant in- 
formation about state programs, state agency activi- 
ties, area agency planning and social services re- 
lated to the aged. 


There is also a breakdown by federal catalog num- 


ber and program title of ongoing aging programs. 
The categories run from volunteerism through men- 
tal health; from education to supportive services; 
from behavioral research to veterans' programs to 
nursing homes — and more. 


If there's a program for the aged working, this 


book will give readers a full financial story. The 
who, what, where, why of getting the money is cov- 
ered. The "how much money" is listed. The "how to 
ask for the money" is explained. Eligibility require- 
ments and where to apply are specified. The appli- 
cation procedure is defined. Any official senior citi- 
zen office anywhere in the United States can check 
Us own programs and expenditures against the data 
in the "money" book. 


WHAT FOLLOWS the breakdown of the federal 


and state availabilities in this funding guide is just 
as important. We get to Chapter IV. That's the list- 
ing by states of foundations interested in'programs 
that support the aging. Their names are In this book 
for a reason. Between January, 1972, and August, 
1976, the 126 foundations which are named made 500 
grants of $5,000 or more for projects benefiting the 
aged. Hen again we get chapter and verse.- This 
book tells readers how to apply for foundation mon- 
ey. 


The authors assume that the foundations listed 


awarded their grants to nonprofit institutions rather 


than to individuals. But it's important to make a 
special point. We are a nation of joiners. A great 
many Americans who care about their communities 
are members of nonprofit institutions and organiza- 
tions. Kiwanls, Rotary, Lions clubs sponsor national 
and local programs to improve the quality of life 
among senior'citizens. The same is true of religious 
institutions. The educational establishments and 
youth groups such as the Scduts and 4-H also want to 
help. 


The "money" book challenges all Americans to put 


their program ideas where the money is. It is a book 
that says: "For a long time now you've been nursing 
or talking about a good idea to help senior citizens. 
But it will cost money." You don't have money. 
Okay. Pin the idea down in writing. Develop a com- 
mittee within your organization and work out the 
specifics for action. Then present your case to the 
appropriate source of funding and put the show on 
the road. 


Your idea may be a way of helping local seniors 


live better. It may be a way of getting us seniors to 
help each other. It may be a way of getting seniors 
to help each other. It may be a way of getting se- 
niors to serve the whole community. 


NATURALLY, IT will pay to make a careful study 


of the kinds of grants awarded as they are reported 
in the "money" book. Readers of the book will be 
able to determine whether or not the program they 
wdnt to sponsor will be acceptable. From the list of 
foundations in Illinois we take, at random, the 
"Field Foundation of Illinois, Inc. Assets $19,404,480 
as of April 30,1972: Address - 135 South La Salle 
St., Chicago, 111.

branch; intended to become prototype for similar 
programs at other branches. 


To sum up: This book should be owned by every 


American Interested in the aging. The name again:

I suspect that the phytobaxoars ware formed from eating or- 


anges. This problem occurs in a number of people after having an 
operation on the stomach — or cutting the vagus nerve to the 
stomach. They are masses of food fibers that are not digested. 
You are fortunate that these masses are In the stomach, and not 
obstructing the small intestine.. 


Among the foods that cause these are oranges (but not orange 


juice) figs, coconuts, apples, green beans, sauerkraut, berries, 
potato peel and brussels sprouts. These foods should all be avoided 
after surgery on the stomach. 


The oranges may be chewed but the fibrous jacks refill with 


digestive juices and pectin to form masses. You might have the 
same problem with grapefruit. 


Those in the stomach can be broken up and washed out. You 


may be surprised to learn that Adolph's Meat Tenderizer has been 
used to treat these. 


Your doctors may be interested in a report on these and treat- 


ment by Dr. R. R. Buchholz of the VA Center in Temple, Tex. It is 
In Resident and Staff Physician (March 1976). In normal people 
who have had no stomach surgery these are quite rare, and are 
usually caused by persimmons.

I need your advice concerning our water supply. We had a wen 


drilled with a rotary drill lit feet deep. Our ptimp is 10 feet from 
the bottom. When we boll this water the utensil gets white and 
chalky from the calcium In the wafer. 


We would like to know If that would have any effect on our 


health. 


No. The calcium won't hurt you. Some authorities think it might 


help you. With such a deep well you are not likely to have con- 
tamination from surface drainage, but for most home dug wells I 
would recommend having the water tested for possible con- 
tamination. The well must be adequately removed from any bacte- 
rial source such as barn yards in rural areas. Anyone who wants 
to have well water tested could check with the nearest public 
water department or county health office to find out how to get 
this done in his community.

Pleasence likes to play common man 


Donald Pleuotce considers himself a contempo- 


rary actor who enjoys playing "today" parta tin 
beat. HI* rerilesineis and aann el humor aren't -at 
waya apparent to his audiences, but even in a tele- 
phone Interview, they hit you between the eyes. 


Aftar putting in U noun on the New England act 


of the movie, "The Defection of Slmas Kudirka" 
which alao atari Alan Arkin, Pleasence found it 
easy to talk about another television movies he had 
made a year ago that will be aired for the first time 
on television at 8 p.m. today on Channel 2. 


The CBS special, "Goldenrod" is an adaptation of 


the Herbert Marker novel by the same name that 
deals with a has-been rodeo champion who sustains 
an injury ending his winning streak and threatening 
his marriage. 


"It's an honest and straightforward story about 


people and their basic emotions — their need to suc- 
ceed and be loved and survive," Pleasence said. 


PLEASENCE PLAYS the part of a dirt farmer 


with aspirations lo be a promoter on the western 
Canadian rodeo circuit. He is the man who handles 
the career of Jesse Gifford (played by Tony Lo 
Blanco), a rodeo champion whose career takes a 
sudden turn for the worst. "GoMenrod" also stars 
Gloria Carlln as Shirley Gifford, his wife, and Will 
Darrow McMillan as Ethan Gifford, his son. 


VI enjoy playing a character that is different from 


anything else 1 have ever done before. It's always a 
challenge. And this character was really different," 
Pleasence said. 


"Actually, I like to get Involved with projects that 


are going to upset people, because when people get 
upset about something, it makes them think hard 
about themselves," be said. "I love to be Involved 
with anything that will shake people out of their 
complacency." 


"Goldenrod" deals with the story of Jesse Gifford 


who Is a rodeo champion in the eyes of the world and 
his children. He is an all-American hero who can 
ride the fastest, most temperamental of animals. 


AN ACCIDENT IN the ring leaves him crippled. 


His wife deserts him, leaving htm responsible to 
raise two young sons. The one-time champion begins 
to reevaluate his life, discovering strength and direc- 
tion In his eldest son who Is coming into manhood. 


Gifford'* path continues to cross that of John Tyler 


Jonet, the dirt farmer played by Pleasence, who has 
come to seek his fortunes at the rodeo as a promo- 
ter. 


The dirt farmer role la a far cry from the part of 


the captain of a Russian vessel that Pleasence plays 
In "The Defection of Slmas Kudirka." The story is 
about a Lithuanian seaman who made a daring, 
abortive attempt for freedom in 1970 by leaping from 
a Russian ship to the deck of an American Coast 
Guard vessel off the coast of Massachusetts daring a 
U.S.-U.S.S.R. joint conference on fishing rights and 
territorial waters. 


There have been more bizarre character roles and 


story lines for Pleasence in the many plays he has 
appeared In Including "Man in the Glass Booth" and 
"Laughter," a black comedy about Hitler's ex- 
termination camps. 


"THEATER IS REALLY my home, but what you 


do on the stage Is so short lived. You do it a few 
times and it's over. With a movie, your part and the 
story live on forever on film," he said. 


"I'm fascinated by humanity and Us problems and 


faults. 1 see myself as an actor who plays the com- 
mon man for the most part — not necessarily a hero 
or a villain—but a man caught up in the dilemmas 
and ironies of life," said Pleasence in a heavy and 
appealing British accent. 


Donald Pie a'sence 
in "GoUenrod" 


That's what contemporary drama is all about. It 


presents a profile of the modern man to the modern 
man. It allows the average person to watch a movie 
and feel as though he were looking into a mirror and 
seeing his own reflection, he said. 


"A lot of people may not be into the rodeo scene, 


but they will definitely identify with the feelings and 
problems of the characters involved in 'Goldenrod.' 
More than anything else, It's a story about people 
and the unexpected events that change the course of 
their lives," Pleasence said. "It will make you think. 
It made me thing, and that's good."

Witnesses say kid porn 
protected by constitution 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The "social 


ctnctr" of child pornography, fed by 
a steady supply of young runaways, 
flourlahe* under the protective guise 
of the First Amendment, witnesses 
told House Investigators Tuesday. 


Testifying just two Modes from 


Times Square, a pornography mecca 
of x-rated movies and massage par- 
lors, legislators, priests and city offi- 
cial* urged the House Select Educa- 
tion subcommittee to take action 
Agalnat the nation's smut peddlers. 


"Under the protection of the First 


Amendment, we are witnessing an al- 
most anything-goes explosion of ex- 
ploitation and abuse that is destroying 
thousands of young people every 
year," testified Father Bruce Bitter, 
founder of "Under 21," a Times 
Square haven for runaway youths. 


THE SUBCOMMITTEE has been 


holding hearings In various cities on 
the proposed Child Exploitation Act, a 
bill that would make interstate trans- 
portation of child pornography a fed- 
eral crime punishable by up to 20 
years in jail and $50,000 in fines. 


Subcommittee 
chairman 
Mario 


Biaggl, D-NY., estimated "300,000 
children nationally have fatten prey to 
a highly sophisticated and organized 
multi-million dollar pornography in- 
dustry." 


Father Hitter cited case after case 


of youths recruited for pornography: 


• The 15-year-old boy from Con- 


necticut was approached in the city's 
bus terminal and offered money to 
star in a filmed orgy; 


• A 17-year-old 'go-go' boy who ac- 


cepted $5 Mils from customers who 
slipped the bills into his briefs during 
the performances; 


• A 14-year-old runaway girl ' se- 


duced, raped and held prisoner by a 
"friendly" couple who got her a job 
as a stripper. 


District Atty. Geno J. William Pope 


repeatedly asked prospective jurors 
whether obscene and pornographic 
material* — apparently those seized 
at Vermilye's farm near this jsouth 
central 
Tennessee 
community,., — 


would "Inflame your minds." 


AND DEFENSE attorney Joe Bean 


asked them If "ugly, obscene, lewd 
pictures offend your sensitivities." 


Judge Thomas A. Greer repeatedly 


asked the jurors whether they had 
been influenced by widespread public- 
ity about the case. 


"Po you think what you have heard 


would have one featherweight of ef- 
fect on your judgment? Only you can 
know that," the judge said. 


Pope surprised^ the defense with an 


annoucement he would grant immun- 
ity to all witnesses who testify against 
Vermilye. 


"I have out-of-state witnesses who 


will testify to illicit acts with these 
kids and with the Rev. Vermilye/' 
Pope said. 
, 


Vermilye opened his Boys Farm in 


1971 — the same year he was di- 


vorced. The prosecution claims that 
once young boys arrived there, in- 
cluding some 
referred 
by state 


agencies, they were given liquor to re- 
duce their inhibitions, shown por- 
nographic films to get them sexually 
aroused, and then induced into homo- 
sexual acts in which the priest also 
allegedly engaged. 


The indictment claims Vermilye 


made money for the farm by filming 
the homosexual acts and selling the 
pictures to "sponsors" across the 
country and as far away as Canada 
and Australia.

Carter sends best wishes 
to Fidel; talks encouraging 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) - President 


Carter Tuesday said he exchanged 
"best wishes" with Fidel Castro and 
is encouraged by U. S.-Cuban negotia- 
tions even though "a lot of differ- 
ences" would block full diplomatic ties 
for a number of months. 


While Carter sidestepped questions 


about the prospects for an exchange 
of diplomats at a lower level, a State 
Dept. spokesman in Washington said 
the United States and Cuba were on 
the verge of agreeing to take that in- 
itial step toward normal diplomatic, 
relations after 16 years of hostility. 


Carter, returning to Washington af- 


ter a six-day vacation on St. Simons 
Island, Ga., discussed the Cuban out- 
look with reporters while stopping off 


Rosalyim gets 
Cuba questions 
from Jamaica 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (UPI) — Ros- 


lynn Carter said Tuesday the United 
States is making gestures towards 
normalizing relations with Cuba but 
cautioned that "some very difficult 
problems" on human.rights must be 
solved first. 


Mrs. Carter, acting as her hus- 


band's goodwill emissary oa a two- 
week Latin American tour, also vis- 
ited a slum area and cuddled toddlers 
at a day care center. 


She left for Costa Rica at 11:45 p.m. 
The First Lady said she had been 


asked by Jamaica's Prime Minister 
Michael Manley, a close friend of Cu- 
ban President Fidel Castro, about the 
prospects of reestablishing diplomatic 
relations with Havana. 


"I TOLD HIM that we were making 


some gestures and exploring to see if 
Cuba wanted normalization with the 
United States but that we have some 
very difficult problems to face with 
Cuba before we do reach any kind of 
normalization," she said. 


In recent weeks the United States 


has opened travel with Cuba, reached 
an agreement on fishing rights and 
proposed an exchange of diplomats in 
Havana and Washington. 


BUT MRS. CARTER said human 


rights issues — a key concern of Pres- 
ident Carter — stand in the way of 
full diplomatic recognition. These in- 
clude concern about political prison- 
ers in Cuba and the separation of 
families. 


"There are lots of problems in 


Cuba, but we are in a dialog with 
them," she said. "But we do have 
problems that I think can be worked 
out." 


Then she hastily added: "I don't 


know if they can be worked out or 
not."

marks on Cuba in as many days, Car- 
ter appeared to pick his words care- 
fully in describing contacts' between 
the two nations and the greetings ex- 
changed with Cuba' premier through 
intermediaries.

originally led to maritime and fishery 
agreements. 


At one point, he said, "We've made 


the first faltering steps" toward bet- 


ter ties with Havana and "it eventual- 
ly depends on them" to respond in 
kind. 


BUT CARTER SAID "we still have 


a tot of differences" to resolve and "I 
don't see any prospect immediately in 
the future during the next number of 
months for diplomatic recognition 
which would involve exchange of am- 
basssadors." 


Speaking slowly and deliberately, 


Carter declined to go into detail. "I'm 
not prepared now to make any an- 
nouncements," he said. 


"We have an agreement with Cuban 


officials that will .keep discussions 
about the private negotiations without 
revealing them to the public." 


Carter spoke following reports that 


talks were1 under way in New York to 
arrange for an exchange of diplomats 
— not ambassadors — who would be 
housed in neutral embassies in Ha- 
vana and Washington.

Pop Shop owner says 
strike 'a big pain for us9

Harvey Lutz's customers are not 


worried about the soft drink truck 
drivers' strike. 


While carbonated beverage supplies 


are dwindling on already half-empty 
grocery store shelves, Lutz's .Pop 
Shop is bursting with ceiling-high 
stacks of soda. 


That is because the Mount Prospect 


businessman makes, sells and deliv- 
ers his own soda from his small store 
at 1326 W. Central Hd., Mt. Prospect. 


TUESDAY, DURING the fifth day 


of the strike, Lutz was working full- 
speed in the backroom running a ma- 
chine that washes, fills, caps and 
mixes the soft drinks. 


The Teamsters Union strike meant 


more business for him and his five 
employes yet all was not happy at the 
fizz factory.

"This is the third or fourth one 


we've gone' through," he said. Lutz 
bought the Arlington Club beverage 
company in 1960. 


"A lot of people think we do real 


good, but in the long run we come up 
short," he said. "We pick up a few 
customers, but when the strike is over 
they go back to where they bought 
pop before."

When Lutz 
bought the shop 17 years ago, be was . 
given the secret recipe which Muller ' 
used. 


That secret recipe and a reasonable 


price are what draw his regular pa- 
trons, Lutz said. He sells-about 4,000 
cases of soda each month. 


"We make it as good as we cm. 


make it and get a decent price on it," 
he said. "We're just a small outfit. 
And we're very happy with our busi- 
ness,", he said/adding the strike "is a 
big pain for us."

Veeck returns home 
from Cuba venture 


White Sox tans won't be teeing any 


Cuban ballplayers cavorting about 
Comiskey Park in White Sox uniforms 
this summer, but they .-nay get dough- 


I* 
nuts at th« ballpark. 


That's the report from White Sox 


owner BUI Veeck, just back from a 
goodwill trip to Cuba to scout f he hin- 
terlands for baseball talent. ' 


Veeck crept off last week and few 


knew he was even gone until after he 
had landed In Havana. He arrived 
back late Monday with no Cuban su- 
perstars In tow but with a lot of high 
»--! 
nopes. 


"I WAS PRETTY much convinced 


before I left that they weren't going to 
let any players go," said Veeck. "1 
didn't even ask. The reason they're 
holding onto their players is pretty 
much the same as Japan. They want 
to bufld up their own teams- with the 
thought of someday putting a team in 
the major leagues or forming an in- 
ternational league with places like Ja- 
pan, Hawaii and South American 
countries." 


Veeck said that scouting ballplayers 


wasn't the primary reason for his vis- 
it, especially since the Cuban profes- 
sional baseball season ended in mid- 
May. "I just wanted to open.the lines 
of communication. I wanted to get to 
know them and them to get to know 
me." 


Veeck did get to see some baseball, 


the industrial league, which be com- 
pared to "very good semi-pro or col- 
lege level baseball in the United 
States. 


"They were very well coached. It 


was easy to see they knew what they 
were doing." 


ONE DEVELOPMENT from the 


Veeck trip may be a home-and-home 
exhibition series between a profes- 
sional Cuban team and the Sox. The 
Cubans would play in Comiakey Park 
sometime during the summer while 
the White Sox would play in Cuba dur-

"I'll be writing up several proposals 


which I'll submit to Cuban officials 
for their approval and suggestions," 
said Veeck, who indicated an exhibi- 
tion series would be high on the list. 
The Sox owner said be planned to re- 
turn to Cuba, but didn't know when 
that would be. 


"The game Hasn't suffered there 


any over the years. Probably if any- 
thing, the game has improved," 
Veeck said. "The ballplayers who 
would have been exported to the 
United States under the old regime 
have stayed in Cuba so the quality 
over-all is much improved." 


VEECK SAID he was treated royal- 


ly during his visit and was impressed 
with the many improvements and 
changes that have taken place since 
his last trip there nearly 20 years ago. 


The baseball stadium there (in Ha- 


vana) has been enlarged to accom- 
modate 55,000 fans. They have six sta- 
diums that seat 20,000 or more and 
three more are being built. 


"While we were waiting to land in 


Cuba we were flying around and I 
counted 48 basebalTdiamonds, most of 
them in use. They have about 5,000 
baseball teams, quite a few for such a 
small country. 


"There are no signs of malnutrition, 


no more barefoot people. People 
laughed and seemed to be enjoying 
themselves. Before there were the 
very rich and very poor. Now there is 
no sign of any abject poverty. But 
there's no sign of any great wealth, 
either." 


ONE THING that especially pleased 


Ote Will, who hasn't worn a necktie 
since Lucky Undy landed in Paris, 
was the dress of the natives. "Nobody 
there wears a tie," he laughed. 


Veeck also took advantage of the 


opportunity to sample some of the 
native eateries. 


"In the very best place to eat, there 


were six of us and we all bad three or 
four drinks (or in Veeck's case, three 
or four beers) and dinner. The bill 
was $70 Cuban currency which would 
be about $84 American. 


"The best meal I had came in the 


equivalent of a neighborhood restau- 
rant or saloon Again there were six 
of us and we had three or four drinks 
and dinner, which was black beans 
and nee. The bill was $25 And there's 
no tipping anywhere." 


VEECK ESPECIALLY liked the 


cuisine at the ballparks. 
"They sen 


doughnuts at the games which are ab- 
solutely delicious. I asked for the rec- 
ipe," said Veeck, who indicated that 
the pastry may turn up on the Cora- 
iskey Park bill-of-fare 


Veeck explained the obvious reason 


why he left town under cloak and dag- 
ger secrecy. He had a trip to Cuba 
lined up fast last fall but when word 
leaked out, Baseball Commissioner 
Bowie Kuhn nixed the trip. Despite 
the commissioner's edict, Yankees' 
owner George Steuibrenner ventured 
to Cuba a few weeks ago. 


"We'd been planning the trip for 


some time, but just didn't tell any- 
body. We didn't want anyone telling 
us at the last minute 'you shall not 
go'" 


VEECK DID TRY to win over the 


Cuban people by explaining about the 
Yankees and White Sox in terms they 
could understand. 


"I told them the Yankees were my 


Batista. I'm the little guy fighting 
back so you know what side I'm on."

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Foreign runners outscore Americans 
Are colleges 


CHAMPAIGN, HI. - Mark down 


Auetndian John Daly M one foreigner 
who feeto the "Invttioa" of foreign 
track fUra in collegiate competitkm Is 
"basically wrong." 


Daly doesn't consider himself an In- 


vader. He is contributing toward U.S. 
excellence as coach of Gary Wlen- 
•ke's aprinten, hurdlers and relay 
teams at the University of Illinois. 


"I don't feel like a foreigner," he 


says through a crisp Aussie accent. 


"I can view what's happening from 


the American standpoint and I don't 
think It's right. These older African 
athlete* are coming over here, many 
of them blooded in international com- 
petition and taking scholarships from 
American schoolboys who hardly 
know what K's all about. 


"I DON'T UKE it and I don't con- 


sider myself a part of it. I'm not tak- 
ing away, I'm giving. I've done all my 
graduate work at the University of Il- 
linois." 


iDaly has been a major .source of 
assistance for Wleneke, particularly 
in the development of dashmen Nate 
Wyatt and Phil Flore and in helping 
two UI relay teams qualify for the 
NCAA championships here. 


But when the actual track com- 


petition begins Thursday, Ulinoisans 
will be astounded by the dominance of 
foreigners (including the UTs own 
Charlton EMzuelen). 


The record shows that as far back 


as 1974, foreign stars won six outdoor 
events and accounted for an incred- 
ible 25 per cent of all team points at 
Austin, Tex. They upped their titles to 
eight each of the last two years, and

added nine in 13 events in the NCAA 
Indoor last March. 


U.S. UNIVERSITIES, strapped for 


scholarship money and forced by 
NCAA regulations to limit track ten- 
ders to 14, are pouring thousands of 
dollar? into the development of for- 
eign stars while the U.S. Olympic pro- 
gram suffers. 


"The Unked States and Canada are 


the only countries where athletes can 
pay for their education through athlet- 
ics," said Daly. "Some European 
countries help their amateur athletes 
but they don't contribute to those 
from outside their country. 


"In Australia, there are no college 


teams. And in our amateur races, an 
American might win but only a native 
of Australia can achieve a national 
title. Even-if he finishes second or 
third, he is still the national champion 
if he finishes first among the Austra- 
lians. 


"The program here is unique to 


America. Most other countries would 
make a rule that would end it. What 
is happening is not fair in terms of 
common sense, even if the American 
court system might support it from a 
legal standpoint. Sometimes Ameri- 
cans provide protection for the indi- 
vidual, even at the expense of hurting 
themselves." 


U.S. courts don't differentiate be- 


tween foreign and American students. 


"MAYBE AMERICA is too demo- 


cratic," added Daly. "Where else 
would a Watergate be exposed?" 


Daly said a "win at any. cost" phi- < 


losophy prevails at -places like Wash- 
ington State and Texas-El Paso, to 
the detriment of the overall amateur 
program In this country. UTEP beat 
WSU by a half-point in the NCAA In- 
door at Detroit, scoring 24 of its 25^ 
points via foreign performers. Those 
two plus Brigham Young, which calls 
the world its campus, will contend for 
national honors here along with South- 
ern Cal and UCLA. 


While college coaches are slinging 


charges in the track and field jour- 
nals, administrators are striving to 
hammer out a compromise on the big 
issue. 


There is talk about dropping schol-' 


arship aid to all foreign athletes, forc- 
ing their, countries to at least pay for 
them. This might stem the tide. But it 
would also force a cutoff in aid to key 
Canadian hockey stars who have 
turned the sport into a giant money'; 
•producer for many northern univer- 
sities and it would not stop African 
countries like Nigeria and Kenya 
from sponsoring athletes in U.S. colle- 
giate competition.

Betting down $16-million in state 


The Illinois Racing Board announced Tuesday betting for the 


first 64 days of the thoroughbred season has produced some $16 
million less than betting during the exact number of days last 
year. 


William L. Masterson, executive secretary of the board, said in 


a statement the drop in wagering, Income to the state and attend- 
ance at ran tracks can be blamed primarily on betting messenger 
services. 


The messenger services are supposed to send all bets to the track 


by an agent for a 10 per cent charge. Masterson said evidence 
Indicates many of the services are "booking the bets" and depriv- 
ing the state of its tax money and the track of the wagering. 


Masterson said wagering this year from Tuesday, March 15, 


through Friday, May 27, has amounted to $91,306,679. The total 
handle for the Identical number of days in 1971 was $107,393,372 — 
a drop of IS per cent. 


He said tax money to the state has dipped an average of ap- 


proximately $150,000 per week since the season began.

Bartolo to buy the Cleveland Indians have been called off by the 
baseball team, President Alva "Ted" Bonda said Tuesday. 


He said he'd told Frank Llddy, an aide to DeBartolo, on Satur- 


day that he saw no point in further talks and to please return 
financial papers on the team, according to the Cleveland Press. 


"Their total lack of interest had become apparent to me," 


Bonda said. "I didn't care to continue this sort of negotiation 
without any apparent purpose In mind. As far as I'm concerned, 
the matter la totally dead."

CAN YOU TELL ME ABOUT HOOVER 


DAM? 


Herbert Clark Hoover was the 3ist 


President of the United States. He was 
born in West Branch, Iowa, in 1874 and 
served as the nation's Chief Executive 
from 1929 to 1933. One of the greatest 
honors given to Mr. Hoover was that 
one of the world's greatest dams was 
named after him: Hoover Dam on the 
Nevada-Arizona state line. 
, 


Hoover Dam, the great irrigation and 


hydroelectric dam built and owned by 
the U.S. government, is located at 
Boulder Canyon on the Colorado River. 
From base to crest, it is the largest in 
the world: Itrises 726 feet from bedrock 
to the top. 


The dam is 1,244 feet long at the top 


Where it has a thickness of 45 feet. The 
dam contains 4.4 million cubic yards of 
concrete. 


A most interesting story is part of its 


name. The dam was named Hoover in 
1930 when it was planned for construc- 
tion. Construction was started in 1931 
and completed in 1936. In 1933 then Sec. 
of the Interior Harold Ickes changed 
the name to Boulder Dam. The original 
name of Hoover was restored to the 
dam in 1947 by a congressional resolu- 
tion. 


Hoover Dam serves three purposes: 


It stores water which is used for irriga- 
tion of rich but arid lands in the South- 
western part of the United States; it 
acts as a flood control, and it is used for 
the generation of hydroelectric power. 


The water behind Hoover Dam forms 


Lake Mead, the largest artificial lake 
in the world. The lake is 115 miles long 
and eight miles in maximum width. It 
has a capacity of more than 30.5 million 
acres of water. The shoreline is more 
than 550 miles long. The lake is con- 
sidered to be one of the finest recreation 
spots in al) of the United States, offering 
unlimited boating and fishing facilities. 
Many resorts are located along the 
chore. 


Boulder City in Nevada, a charming 


town near Hoover Dam with a popula- 
tion of more than 4,000, was built to 
house the workers on the large con- 
struction project. Many persons elected 
to stay after their building jobs were 
finished, and still others came to join 
them and call the town home. 


In addition to Hoover Dam, several 


other mighty dam engineering feata 
rate high. One certainly is the Grand 
Coulee Dam, which is located on the Co- 
lumbia River in Washington. It is 550 
feet high. Another great one is the 
Chute a Caron Dam on the Saguenay 
River in Quebec, Canada. This dam is 
more than 3,000 feet long. The list must 
also include the great Aswan Dam on 
the Nile in Egypt.

and blue flowers and is cultivated along 
the Mediterranean in Europe and to a 
lesser extent in Louisiana and California. 
The root is dark brown on tlie outside 
and yellow inside. It contains a com- 
pound called glycyrrhizin, which is 50 
times sweeter than sugar.

Weekend water woes an omen? 


Northwest suburban residents may 


to facing a long, dry summer, as evi- 
denced by the Memorial Day weekend 
water shortages. 


Resident* got their lint taite o( the 


water ahortage Saturday when three 
towna enacted sprinkling and outside 
water use bans after heavy water us- 
age drained village reserves. 


In Arlington Heights, both of the vil- 


lage's elevated tanks went dry, 
prompting a sprinkling ban that is 
still In effect. 


THE BANS ALSO prohibit the use 


of water for .car washing, gardens and 
filling swimming pools. Some commu- 
nities, however, offer permits for resi- 
dents with newly sodded lawns. 


Palatine also emptied one of its two 


main reservoirs and the second was 
down to only 20 feet of water. The. 
sprinkling ban imposed Saturday was 
lifted Tuesday because of morning 
rains. But officials say they expect 
the bans to become common. 


"If demand keeps up as It has the. 


past two weeks, I wouldn't be sur- 
prised if we have to impose a total 
ban at least on weekends," said Rob- 
ert Miller, public works director. 


In Rolling Meadows, the sprinkling 


ban Is, still In effect. Well levels 
dropped some 20 feet between Thurs- 
day and Friday, but officials have 
made no decisions yet. 


ASSISTANT CITY Mgr. Charles 


Green said officials are In the middle 
of "analyzing what happened this 
weekend" and will have some an- 
swers in a few days. 


Most of the towns that had-prob- 


lems were operating without some of 
their walls. Three wells were out of 
service In Arlington Heights, one was 
out In Rolling Meadows and Pala- 
tine's shallow wells are being pumped 
at a reduced rate. 


Wheeling Village Mgr. Terry L. 


Zerkle said the village staff is now 
developing a sprinkling plan that will 
"avoid the possibility of tanks being 
depleted." 


He said water reserves were low 


over the weekend, but said the village 
is "maintaining rlevel right now." 


"If It's a situation where there's ex- 


tremely hot weather with intermittent 
rainfalls, we'll be in pretty good 
shape," Zerkle said. "It's the periods 
where there's hot dry weather when 
people do a lot of lawn sprinkling that 
depletes the tanks." 


SEVERAL, TOWNS had few prob- 


lems. Mount Prospect officials said 
well levels have dropped, but that wa- 
ter conservation programs have pre- 


vented any serious problems. 


In Elk Grove Village, Schaumburg, 


Hoffman Estates and Buffalo Grove, 
sprinkling restrictions- are in force, 
but there has been no need for total 
bans. 
— 


"We foresee no problems as long as 


there are no mechanical failures or 
geological problems that arise such as 
equipment failure or sand cave-Ins," 
said Charles Willis, village manager 
of Elk Grove Village. "The whole sys- 
tem is operating just fine."

OTA group conducting the study, as 
saying In an energy committee brief- 
ing last week: "The consensus is that 
the problem is so grave it contains the 
seeds of depression, revolution and 
even word war." 


The report indicated Johns made 


his statement in reply to a committee 
staff question and did not go into spe- 
cifics. 


Congressional sources, 
however, 


said a major concern is that world 
demand for oil will continue to grow 
and that producing nations will re- 
strict supply, causing sharp price in- 
creases and increased tensions both at 
home and abroad. 


IN A COVER letter distributed with . 


the report to members of Congress, 
Ashley said the concerns eipressed to 
OTA "underscore the gravity of our 
energy situation and the need to act 
expedltiously on the National Energy 
Act." 


The report said the OTA Informa- 


tion was gathered in two separate, 
week-long panel meetings involving 15 
to 20 energy experts each. One panel 
focused on supply, white the other 
looked at demand. 


Members of the supply panel found 


Carter's projections for 1985 "fea- 
sible" but probably too optimistic, the 
report said.

Union cab drivers for Checker Taxi 


and Yellow Cab companies were tem- 
porarily spared the hardships of a 
strike Tuesday, but the bitterness of 
drivers involved in the contract dis- 
pute lingers.

avoided when Acting Chicago Mayor 
Michael 
Bilandic, 
announced 
the 


union and cab companies had agreed 
to extend contract talks until June 17. 


Without Bilandic's last minute an- 


nouncement that some "plausible so- 
lutions" to the dispute were in the 
works, some of the 2,200 union drivers 
were willing to risk it all by going out 
on a strike which would have affected 
Chicago cabs only. 


IT WAS EVIDENT among drivers 


parked at the O'Hare Airport taxi 
pool Tuesday. 


Yellow Cab driver Sam Sagalow 


was willing to give up his "$180 to 
$190" per week salary in order to 
, 


back the union and its dementis. 


Sagalow said he is tired of the hours 


he has to work to make a living. And 
he is against a new demand by the 
cab companies — that union drivers 


pay for their own gas as do indepen- 
dent lease drivers. 


"When was the last time we got a 


decent raise?" Sagalow asked. "The 
truck drivers get $10 per hour. I'm 
putting in 15 to 16 hours to make it 
sometimes. Now they want to shaft us 
on lop of it." 


HE SAID IF FORCED to pay for 


his own gas, it would cost him $2,000 
per year. 


A taxi driver for 15 years, Sagalow 


said he did not expect to receive any 
strike benefits from the union because 
"there ain't no money in the till." 


Threatening to cross the picket lines 


today were many of the 4,000 indepen- 
dent drivers who lease cabs from the 
companies for a fee ranging from $22 
to $34 per day. They already pay for 
their own gas/receive no union bene- 
fits and are not unanimously in favor 
of being represented by the union. 


The union is demanding representa- 


tion of independent drivers as another 
issue in the conflict. 


AS A RESULT, THE union driven

City needs to save water, Lindahl says 


Des Plaines should Join neighboring 


communities in then- efforts to con- 
serve water even though it currently 
has an ample supply, Phillip Lindahl, 
Des Plaines environmental officer, 
said Tuesday. 


"We've got to counteract the atti- 


tude, 'We've got all the water we 
need, we should use as much as we 
can,'" he said. 


"At this point in time the Des 


Plaines city government isn't con- 
cerned with water conservation, and I 
think this is wrong," be said. 


Several surrounding suburbs have 


started extensive water conservation 
programs in the face of rapidly falling 
water tables. 


MOUNT PROSPECT recently be- 


gan a campaign to get residents to 
conserve-, Including restrictions on 
sprinkling. The, village has set up 
hugh toothbrushes and shower nozzles 
next to roadside signs urging people 
to cut their water consumption. 


Des Plaines avoided the current wa- 


ter shortage when it began purchasing ' 
Lake Michigan water from Chicago in 
1985. Mount Prospect currently is in- 
vestigating the possibility of purchas- 


ing Chicago water directly from Des 
Plaines. 


"Mount Prospect is doing such a 


good job of conserving water and for 
Des Plaines to flaunt it and not even 
consider conserving it, I think Is, 
wrong," Lindahl said. 


Lindahl was reacting to statements 


made by Des Plaines Public Works 
Comr. Joseph Schwab that the city's 
-water supply 
is in "tremendous 


shape." 


Schwab also said Des .Plaines'resi- 


dents can use all of the water they 


want. There are no sprinkling restric- 
tions. 


SCHWAB TUESDAY said be wasn't 


implying Des Plaines shouldn't try to 
conserve water. 


"At the present time we have plenty 


of water, but in the near future we're 
going to have to become involved in 
water conservation," he said. 


Richard Her rout, chairman- of the 


Des Plaines environmental commis- 
sion, said the commission is consid- 
ering several ways Des Plaines can 
conserve water.

Pigeons and neighbors of Arlington 


Square agree — the uncompleted con- 
dominium development at Rand Road 
and HI.Rte. S3 Is for the bird*... 
... And for tba rabbits, rats, weeds, 


bricks and other debris left behind 
when construction of the $13 million 
project stopped nearly two years ago. 


"They ought to tear it down or do 


something with it. We've had to look 
at it tor 214 years/' said Ed Werner, 
leM Canterbury Ct., whose backyard 
faces the roofless, boarded up build- 
ings where only security guards work 
now. 


Arlington Heights officials began 


the necessary steps to raie the unfin- 
ished buildings In January 1974 by 
passing an ordinance condemning tba 
project as unsafe, unsanitary *nd • 
public nuisance. 


SEVEN MONTHS later Village 


Atty. Jack M. Siegel asked a Cook 
County Circuit Court judge to order a 
cleanup of the site and a trial to con- 
demn the project. 


The cleanup, Involving boarding 


windows, fencing .off a swimming pool 
and cutting weeds, eventually oc- 
curred, but Siegel never obtained a 
trial date.* 


"1 should try again, but we may 


have problems getting action because 
of the other litigation In federal 
court," Siegel said this week, referr- 
ing to the coimtenults still pending 
between Plato Foufas & Co., builder 
of Arlington Square, and the First 
Pennsylvania Mortgage Trust Co., 
which lamed a loan for the project. 


"Initially, the reason why the judge 


didn't want to tear tba buildings down 
waa because he couldn't determine 
who was responsible for the own- 
ership," Siegel said. 


First Pennsylvania Is suing Foufas 


for the $3,4 million already loaned to 
the builder and Foufas is countenutag 
for $6.3 million he Insists First Penn- 
sylvania promised to pay to complete 
Arlington Square, plus IS million ta 
damages. 


FOUFAS RECENTLY said ho Is ta 


"deep negotiations" with the lenders 
and he expects the project to be com- 
pleted, either as condominium units 
or "luxury rentals."

Weekend water woes an omen? 


Northwest suburban residents may 


bt (icing * long, dry summer, as evl- 
dmced by the Memorial Day weekend 
water shortages. 


Residents got their first taste of the 


water shortage Saturday when three 
towns enacted sprinkling and outside 
water use bans after heavy water us- 
age drained village reserves. 


In Arlington Heights, both of the vil- 


lage's elevated tanks 
went dry, 


prompting a sprinkling ban (hat is 
still in effect. 


THE BANS ALSO prohibit the use 


of water for car washing, gardens and 
filling swimming pools. Some commu-. 
nitles, however, offer permits for resi- 
dents with newly sodded lawns. 


Palatine also emptied one of its two 


main reservoirs and the second was 
down to only 20 feet of water. The 
sprinkling ban imposed Saturday was 
lifted Tuesday because of morning 
rains. But officials say they expect 
the bans to become common. 


"If demand keeps up as It has the 


past two weeks, I wouldn't be sur- 
prised, if we have to impose a total 
ban at least on weekends," said Rob- 
ert Miller, public works director. 


In Rolling Meadows, the sprinkling 


ban is still in effect. Well levels 
dropped some 20 feet between Thurs- 
day and Friday, but officials have 
made no decisions yet. < 


ASSISTANT CITY Mgr. Charles 


Green said officials are in the middle 
of "analyzing what happened this 
weekend" and will have*" some an- 
swers in a few days. 


Most of the towns that had prob- 


lems were operating without some of 
their wells. Three wells were out of 
service in 'Arlington Heights, one was 
out in Rolling Meadows and Pala- 


, tine's shallow wells are being pumped 
at a reduced rate. 


Wheeling Village , Mgr. Terry L. 


Zerkle said the village staff is now 
developing a sprinkling plan that will 
"avoid the possibility of tanks'being 
depleted." 


He said water reserves were low 


over the weekend, but said the village 
is "maintaining a.level right now." 


"If'it's a situation where there's ex- 


tremely hot weather with intermittent 
rainfalls, we'll be in pretty, good 
shape," Zerkle said. "It's the periods 
where there's hot dry weather when 
people do a lot of lawn sprinkling that 
depletes the tanks." 


SEVERAL TOWNS had few prob- 


lems. Mount Prospect officials said 
well levels have dropped, but that wa- 
ter conservation programs have pre- 


vented any serious problems. 


In Elk Grove Village, Schaumburg, 


Hoffman Estates and Buffalo Grove, 
sprinkling restrictions are in force, 
but there has been no need for total 
bans. 


"We foresee no problems' as long as 


there are no" mechanical failures or 
geological problems that arise such as 
equipment failure or sand cave-ins," 
said Charles Willis, village manager 
of Elk Grove Village. "The whole sys- 
tem is operating just fine."

It quoted Skip Johns, director of the 


OTA group conducting the study, as 
saying in an energy committee brief- 
ing last week: "The consensus is that 
the problem is so grave'it contains the 
seeds of depression, revolution and 
even word war." 


The report indicated Johns made 


his statement in reply to a committee 
staff question and did not go into spe- 
cifics. 


Congressional 
sources, however, 


said a major concern is that world 
demand for oil will continue to grow 
and that producing nations will re- • 
strict supply, causing sharp price in- 
creases and increased tensions both at 
home and abroad. 


IN A COVER letter distributed with 


the report lo members of Congress, 
Ashley said the concerns expressed to 
OTA "underscore the gravity of our 
energy situation and the need to act 
expeditiously on the National Energy 
Act." 


The report sajd the OTA informa- 


tion was gathered in two separate, 
week-long panel meetings involving 15 
to 20 energy experts each. One panel 
focused on supply, while the other 
looked at demand. 


Members of the supply panel found 


Carter's projections for 1985 "fea- 
sible" but probably too optimistic, the 
report said. It said they forecast ac- 
tual daily supply in 1985 might fall 
• short of the plan by 2 million barrels, 
2 million tons of coal and the nuclear 
energy equivalent of 500,000 barrels of 
oil.

Union cab drivers for Checker Taxi 


and Yellow Cab companies were tem- 
porarily spared the hardships of a 
strike Tuesday, but the bitterness of 
drivers involved in the contract dis- 
pute lingers. 


A 12:01 a.m. Wednesday strike was 


avoided when Acting Chicago Mayor 
Michael 
Bilandic, 
announced 
the 


union and cab companies had agreed 
to extend contract talks until June 17. 


Without Bilandic's last minute an- 


nouncement that some "plausible so- 
lutions" to the dispute were in the 
works, some of the 2,200 union drivers 
were willing to risk it all by going out 
on a strike which would have affected 
Chicago cabs only. 


IT WAS EVIDENT among drivers 


parked at the O'Hare Airport taxi 
pool Tuesday. 


Yellow Cab driver Sam Sagalow 


was willing to give up his "$180 to 
$190" per week salary in order to 
back the union and its demends. 


Sagalow said he is tired of the hours 


he has to work to make a living. And 
he is against A new demand by the 
cab companies — that union drivers 


pay for their own gas as do indepen- 
dent lease drivers. 


"When was the last time we got a 


decent raise?" Sagalow asked. "The 
truck drivers gel $10 per hour. I'm 
putting in 15 to 16 hours to make it 
sometimes. Now they want to shaft us 
on top of it." 


HE SAID IF FORCED to pay for 


his own gas, it would cost him ?2,000 
per year. 


A taxi driver for 15 years, Sagalow 


.said he did not expect to receive any 
strike benefits from the union because 
"there ain't no money in the till." 


Threatening to cross the picket lines 


today were many of the 4,000 indepen- 
dent drivers who lease cabs from the 
companies for a fee ranging from $22 
to $34 per day. They already pay for 
their own gas/receive no union bene- 
fits and are not unanimously in favor 
of being represented by the union. 


The union is demanding representa- 


tion of independent drivers as another 
issue in the conflict. 


AS A RESULT, THE union drivers 


are pitted against many of the inde- 
pendent drivers, and neither has a

Buffalo Grove officials said they 
need the property for industrial devel- 
opment while Wheeling officials said 
they need the area for continued 
growth. 


The 406 acres in Vernon Township 


owned by the family includes the 128- 
acre golf course at 1003 N. Milwaukee 
Avc. The Wheeling Park District is 
buying the golf course. 


BUFFALO GROVE Trustee Clarice 


Rech challenged Wheeling's claim to 
the properly, saying Buffalo Grove 
had included the area in a 1972 mas- 
ter plan. 


Mel Kandal, Buffalo Grove plan 


commissioner said Chevy Chase is 
part of the village's comprehensive 
plan "and we're very protective of 
our plan." He said Buffalo Grove re- 
jected development plans for the area 


from the Johnstons "because we felt 
the density was too high. 


Wheeling Turstee Hugh Sommerfeld 


said the Chevy Chase property was 
designated on Wheeling's master plan 
in 1965. 


"Did your plan commission consid- 


er that by annexing that area the Vil- 
lage of Wheeling is cut off from any 
development in any direction?" he 
said. 
~ 


BUFFALO GROVE Trustee Robert 


Bogart said Buffalo Grove cannot con- 
sider Wheeling's proposal' upsetting 
the boundaries at the Soo line R.R. 


tracks. Under the proposal, Wheeling 
would annex all land east of the 
tracks and Buffalo Grove would annex 
all land west of the tracks. 


"We need industrial area. We hold 


the sewer rights in Lake County., and 
you need those. Whether they're legal 
or not legal will have to be deckled in 
court," Bogart said. 


Buffalo Grove has an agreement 


with Lake County that.allows the vil- 
lage to stop Wheeling from hooking 
into the county sewer system. 


Wheeling Village Pres. William 


Hein said Wheeling's only goal -is to 


reach an understanding about bound- 
aries between the two villages. "We 
don't want to go to any type of litiga- 
tion," he said. 


Buffalo Grove Village Pres. Edward 


•Fabish said, "I Jon't want to see Buf- 
falo Grove and Wheeling go into court 
and fight. It would take years to over- 
come. I think we can both win if we 
can get to a compromise agreement. 


The village boards will meet at 7:30 


p.m. June 27 at the Wheeling village 
hall 255 W. Dundee Rd., to continue 
discussions on the boundary agree- 
ment.

widely, unembarrassed by his miss- 
ing (root teeth. "We wouldn't have 
nothing else." 


Milllgan is typical of the 1,100 work- 


ers who still live on the grounds of the 
Arlington Park Race Track this sum- 
mer, caring for horses who run to 
help pay Milligan. 


SEVERAL DOZEN workers have 


arrived since last week to prepare the 
200 horses already on the grounds for 
the Monday racing seasion opening. 


Eventually there will be 2,000 horses 


in the barns and Milligan and the oth- 
ers will feed, groom and pamper 
them from now until the track closes 
Oct. 1. 


And, 
like many of his

grooms, Milligan has a limitless arse- 
nal of racing stories to impress 
younger workers and help pass a hot, 
Jazy afternoon.

horses he has trained and brags about 
their high lifetime purses winnings. 


While he talks, others listen to the 


combination of rock and Latin music 
blaring from nearby apartments in 
the backstretch dormitory where Mil- 
ligan lives with his wife, Nancy, also 
a groom. 


"In the old days in Europe we had 


it tough," he said "We had to do ev- 
erything — exercise, train, groom and 
ride the horses. It was a good'learn- 
ing experience. Compared to that, 
what I do now is a piece of cake." 


While he has every evening and 


most afternoons free, Milligan and the 
other grooms must awaken at 5 a.m. 
to begin working with the animals. 
But they don't complain. 


"I don't plan to ever give it up," he 


said. "You're only as old as you feel 
and I feel 15. I expect to stay in the 
business forever. It's a great life."

Weekend water woes an omen? 


Northwest suburban residents may 


be lacing « long, dry summer, as evi- 
denced by the Memorial Day weekend 
water shortages. 


Residents got their llrst taste of the 


water shortage Saturday when three 
towns enacted sprinkling and outside 
water use bans after heavy water us- 
age drained village reserves 


In Arlington Heights, both of the vil- 


lage's elevated tanks 
went dry, 


prompting a sprjikllng ban* that Is 
stilt in effect. 


THE BANS ALSO prohibit the use 


of water for car washing, gardens and 
filling swimming pools. Some commu- 
nities, however, offer permits for resi- 
dents with newty sodded lawns. 


Palatine also emptied one of its two 


main reservoirs and the second was 
down to only 20 feet of water. The 
sprinkling ban imposed Saturday was 
lifted Tuesday because of morning 
rains But officials say they expect 
the bans to become common. 


"If demand keeps up as it has the 


past two weeks, I wouldn't be sur- 
prised if we have to impose a total 
ban at least on weekends," said Rob- 
ert Miller, public works director. 


In Rolling Meadows, the sprinkling 


ban is still in effect. Well levels 
dropped some 20 feet between Thurs- 
day and Friday, but officials have 
made no decisions yet 


ASSISTANT CITY Mgr 
Charles 


Green said officials are in the middle 
of "analyzing what happened this 
weekend" and will have some an- 
swers in a few days. 


Most of the towns that had prob- 


lems were operating without some of 
their wells Three wells were out of 
service in Arlington Heights, one was 
out in Rolling Meadows and Pala- 
tine's shallow wells are being pumped 
at a reduced rate 


Wheeling Village Mgr. Terry L. 


Zerkle said the village staff is now 
developing a sprinkling plan that will 
"avoid the possibility of tanks being 
depleted."

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Pilot uses 
jet to help

ORMOND BEACH, Fla. (UPI) - A 


veteran airline pilot, jockeying a big 
passenger jet, showed the way for two 
men to walk away from a small plane 
they ditched in a marsh before dawn 
Tuesday without getting their feet 
wet. 


Eastern Airlines pilot Capt. George 


P. Walden of Miami, said the pilot of 
the small plane "must have had God 
sitting beside him" when he ditched 
his Piper Cherokee into the Tomoka 
State Park basin, north of this north- 
east Florida coastal town, at about 
2:20 a.m. 


The Cherokee pilot, Gordon Lester 


Sims, 49, was flying William Herring, 
33, of Fort Lauderdale from Sav- 
annah, Ga., to the bedside of his 
mother, critically ill in a Fort Lauder- 
dale hospital, when the plane's single 
engine conked out. 


SIMS, FLYING in pale moonlight, 


set his plane down, wheels up, onto 
the 1%-mlle-long basin and skipped it 
up into high-standing reeds of a bor- 
dering marsh. Neither man was hurt. 


"He made a very difficult landing 


in the dark and was real lucky to 
miss all the mangroves lining the 
shore," Walden said. 


Sims radioed controller, John 


Schmidt in the Daytona Beach airport 
tower that he was ditching the plane. 
Schmidt contacted Walden aboard 
EAL Flight 447 from tlanta to Day- 
tona Beach, requesting him to look for 
the wreckage of the light plane. 


The 53-year-old Walden, who has 


flown 21 years for Eastern, spotted 
Sims' plane with the 
landing 


spotlights of his 727 jet. He then cir- 
cled the area at low altitude for about 
30 minutes to guide rescuers to the 
scene. 


"I EXPLAINED to our 19 passen- 


gers what was happening, that it was 
necessary to attempt to save lives and 
they would be a little late arriving at 
Daytona," Walden said. 


"The only difficulty we had was in 


communications," he said. "I had to 
radio the tower controller, who had to 
telephone a police station which then 
had to relay my messages by radio to 
the (rescue men in the field. They 
kept overshooting the site because 
they couldn't sea over the mangroves 
and reeds on the ground. I wished I 
had a CB radio." 


"The Eastern pilot really helped us. 


He kept narrowing the area down un- 
til we got right on top of it," said fire- 
man Lt. Leonard Stemmerman. 


"The two men stepped right into 


our boat without even getting their 
feet wet."

But Ellis said NATO currently is

The 
trauma will be with us for years to 
come."

young girl missing from a Pontiac 


Township elementary school. It set off 
a flurry of law enforcement action in 
which a suspect was arrested. The re- 
port was a hoax by two kindergarten 
children 


Authorities said parents have coun- 


seled their children to avoid contact 
with' strangers and to stay close to 
home. Youthful imaginations have bal- 
looned the paranoia. 


Parents reported children are run- 


ning into their bedrooms at night 


screaming that the killer was under 
their beds. Previoufly venturesome 
youngsters stay close to their mothers 
and hesitate to leave their front 
yards Older children play out fan- 
tasies of what they would do if cap- 
tured by the kidnaper. 


"It's important that the fear we in- 


still in these kids be realistic fear,"_ 
Ms Vincent said. "But they also have 
to know that if they go off -with the 
stranger, if they let him lure them 
away, they'll never come back."

The bus overturned on the Stevenson Ex- 
pressway, 155, on the city's southwestern outskirts. Authorities said 
Ledell Freeman, 42, Chicago, was crushed beneath the bus and 
was pronounced dead on arrival at Loyola University Hospital in 
Maywood. Twenty-seven other bus passengers were taken to the 
hospitals in the southwest suburbs. 


A spokesman at MacNeol Memorial Hospital in Berwyn said two 


children and a woman injured in the accident were in fair to good 
condition. A Loyola University Hospital spokesman said seven per- 
sons admitted were in fair condition. The bus was owned by Amer- 
ican School Bus Lines Inc. 


Spy oversight unit formed 


Acting Mayor Michael A. Bilandic announced Tuesday a five- 


member committee is being formed lo monitor police spying activ- 
ities and new guidelines have been developed to Judge When spying 
is proper. Three groups opposed to such surveillance said the plan 
does not provide enough protection. They said they fear it is an 
attempt to "sabotage" a bill pending in the legislature which 
would establish legal rules for surveillance. The new guidelines 
prohibit police surveillance for political, religous or personal rea- 
sons. The Better Government Assn., the American Civil Liberties 
Union and the Alliance to End Repression, in a joint statement, 
said more safeguards are needed.

No evidence girl 
was raped: judge 


Dane County Judge Archie Simonson denounced by critics for 


leniency with a 15-year-old boy on s»v.ual assault charges, said 
Tuesday he has not seen any evidence that the girl victim in the 
case was raped. "1C they wanted to prove rape, they should have 
hod a trial," Simonson said. "I have no idea what the factual 
evidence may show because it did not go to trial. What the boy 
admitted to was fondling, touching." 


The girl was attacked in a West High School stairwell last No- 


vember, and a 15-year-old boy pleaded no contest in January to 
second degiee sexual assault Last week Simonson put the boy 
under one year of court supervision at home. The prosecutor had 
requested a slitter sentence. Simonson cited what he considered 
examples of sexual permissiveness and provocative outfits he said 
women were wearing and then asked: "Should we punish severely 
a 15 or 16-year-old who reacts to it normally?" 


Energy plan favoritism cited 


President Carter's energy plan favors somewhat people without 


cars, city dwellers and homeowners, the Congressinal Budget Of- 
fice said Tuesday. Director Alice Rivlm of the budget office told 
the report's conclusions to Congress earlier this month, but the 
report itself Included details of the office's survey of Carter energy 
proposals. The Congressional Budget Office is supposed to be ob- 
jective, so the report has no recommendations, Ms. Rivlin said. 


Carter proposed to tax gas-guzzling cars and reward fuel-ef- 


ficient ones, to raise gasoline taxes if consumption does not fade, 
and to tax industrial use of some fuels to encourage use of others. 
Incentives would be offered for weatherprooting homes and busi- 
nesses and for trying solar energy. "Thore is a lot of talk about 
sacrifice and the moral equivalent of war, but one does not really 
sec those In the plan," Ms. Rivlin said. "The rhetoric suggested a 
drastic change in lifestyle." 


The budget office said the tax and rebate proposals would pinch 


Americans' purchasing power by a net of some $3 billion by 1980 in 
higher energy and energy-related prices. Because of rebates favor- 
ing the poor, that purchasing power would in effect be shifted from 
tlio upper economic four-fifths to the poorest one-fifth in 1960, the 
report said, and fi'om the upper two-fifths to the lower three-fifths 
in 1985. 


JNix Watergate pair's jail delay 


The Supreme Court refused Tuesday lo delay the jail terms of H. 


R. Haltlemnn and John Mitchell while the former Nixon aides take 
back lo the justices their hopes for freedom in the Watergate 
cover-up. Tho action cleared the way for Mitchell, Richard Nixon's 
attorney general, and Haldeman,. the former president's White 
House chief of staff, to begin serving their prison terms. Each has 
been sentenced lo 30 month;, to eight years. Last week, the court 
turned down appeals for the cover-up convictions of Mitchell, Hal- 
demnn and John Ehrlichman, another top Nixon aide Ehrlichman 
voluntarily began serving his prison term last year.

Carter statements concern Israel 


Foreign Minister Yigal Alton called in the American ambassador 


Tuesday to express Israeli concern over calls by President Carter 
tor Israeli peace concess'ons in the Middle East. "Our concern has 
deepened because of recent statements that introduced new ele- 
ments that may only harden already tough Arab positions," a 
Foreign Ministry official said. He said the Israeli concern focused 
on references in Washington to the need for a Palestinian home- 
land, compensation for Palestinian refugees and Israeli surrender 
tif almost all the land it seized from Jordan, Egypt and Syria in 
the 1907 Middle East war. Israeli officials said U.S. Ambassador 
Samuel Lewis told Alien he would convey Israel's concern to 
Washington. Carter and White House officials have referred sev- 
eral times to various UN. resolutions.that Israel rejects as the 
bos Is for peace talks.

Anyone who relies on drugs to 


control a chronic illness or has 
had a prescription filled recently 
knows what the high cost of get- 
ting sick is all about. 


Drug prices are high and go- 


ing higher. Senior citizens, low- 
income families and others on 
fixed incomes are 
especially 


hard hit since drugs usually are 
an out-of-pocket cost not reim- 
bursed by insurance plans. 


The Illinois Senate has a 


chance this session to advance 
consumer interests by passing a 
bill 'hat would lower drug prices 
in .nony instances. The bill 
uould allow pharmacists to sub- 
stitute lower-cost generic drugs 
for brand name prescriptions 
when the drugs are chemically 
equivalent and the patient's doc- 
tor does not object. 


The generic drug bill already 


passed the Mouse by a 137-18 
vote margin. 


The bill includes safeguards so 


that a patient should be able to 
save money on generic drugs 
without a risk; of taking an infe- 
rior drug.

tors, pharmacists and chemists 
will determine which drugs can 
be substituted and only drugs 
that 
are unquestionably the 


same will be approved. 


Both doctor and patient must 


approve the substitution and a 
switch can only be made when 
the generic drug is in fact 
cheaper 
than the prescribed 


medicine. 


State Rep. William A. Marov- 


itz, D-Chicago, sponsor of the 
House generic drug bill, says 
studies show that brand name 
drugs are on the average 93 per 
cent more expensive than their 
generic equivalent. For a person 
taking drugs over a long period 
of time, the difference 
can 


amount to hundreds of dollars. 


Most hospitals already use ge- 


neric drugs. Medical schools 
teach the use of generic drugs. 
The U.S. Food and Drug Admin- 
istration endorses the idea, and 
26 other states have passed ge- 
neric drug substitution laws. 


Drug companies and medical 


societies which oppose the bill 
dispute the cost savings and 
raise fears of unpredictable side 
effects or reactions from generic 
drugs. But the FDA rejects the 
side effects argument and the 
cost savings has been proven in 
other states. 


The Illinois House bill is a 


good one. It safeguards doctor 
and patient alike, while also giv- 
ing pharmacists a chance to 
please their customers by sav- 
ing them some money. 


The Illinois Senate has re- 


sisted generic drug laws before. 
This year Senators should re- 
spond to the consumer interests 
of their constituencies and pass 
House Bill 1650.

Thompson also said he still 


doesn't believe the free trip was 
unethical, thus continuing a 
stand he took when the issue 
was first disclosed. But from his 
remarks, it appears Thompson 
has learned a lesson which he 


can apply to future proposed 
junkets. 


The Kentucky Derby trip for 


Thompson and his wife was paid 
for by the Chessie Systems Inc. 
which is subject to state regu- 
lation. 


Thompson's initial explanation 


of the trip was that Chessie had 
given him similar trips while he 
was U.S. Attorney and that he 
saw nothing wrong with them. 


Thompson violated no law by 


attending the pre-Derby festi- 
vities, but neither did he do 
much to uphold his reputation as 
a new breed of politician above 
the traditional forms of in- 
fluence-peddling that pervades 
state capitals. 


By apologizing, at least in 


part, he has helped restore some 
of the burnish to his reputation.

6Joe's Diner cases9 show 
civil rights fight continues 


WASHINGTON — There are some 


wars that just won't stay won. The 
same ground must be taken over and 
oven; each time with painful casu- 
alties. 


They understand that all too well at 


the Justice Department, where the 
battle for civil rights which most 
Americans thought had ended a dec- 
ade ago continues all but unnoticed in 
hundreds of small encounters. 


Even now, in 1977, scarcely a week 


goes by without some brief notice in 
our mail like the one dated May 11: 


"THE DEPARTMENT of Justice 


filed a civil suit today charging the 
owner of a bar in Lacy-Lakeview, 
Texas with refusing to serve blacks 
and racially mixed groups on the 
premises." 


It is easy to overlook these laconic 


little press releases. No single- case 
ever appears to amount to much. The 
"regulars" down at the department 
shrug them off, calling them "Joe's 
Diner" cases too minor to merit a 
news story. 


But taken together, the public ac- 


commodations suits constitute an as- 
tonishing and depressing commentary 
on the pace of social progress in this 
country. 


Seventeen years after the first 


lunch-counter sit-ins at Greensboro, 
N.C., and 13 years after enactment of 
the landmark Civil Rights Act of 1964, 
these suits still account for the bulk of 
the civil rights cases filed by the Jus- 
tice Department each year.

In Washington 


"IT'S HARD TO believe, isn't it?" 


said one Justice Department lawyer 
who handles many of the public ac- 
commodations cases. "You'd think 
that in this day and age the message 
would have gotten through." 


There is seldom anything com- 


plicated about the "Joe's Diner" 
cases. The vast majority occur in 
small towns of the Deep South and 
involve a blatant denial of access to 
bars, restaurants, golf courses, swim- 
ming pools, ballfields and barber- 
shops. 


Some are heart-rending, like the 


1974 suit against a white Louisiana fu- 
neral home director who refused to 
make funeral arrangements for the 
stillborn daughter of a black Air 
Force enlisted man. 


Others are simply absurd, like the 


Houston night club the Justice Depart- 
ment sued last year for refusing to 
admit black males without dates. 
White men, with or without dates, 
were welcome at the nightclub. Wom- 
en of any race were welcome, with or 
without escorts. But no black men un- 
less accompanied by a date. 


MOST OF THE public accom- 


modation cases reach the Justice De- 
partment after the victims of dis- 
crimination complain to their local 
FBI office, to a civil rights group 
which refers the complaint upward, or 
to the local police. 


Many are brought to the depart- 


ment's attention by the military, for 
black servicemen are often the vic- 
tims of exclusion at bars and restau- 
rants near bases in the South. 


According to a department spokes- 


man, Justice has never lost a public 
accommodations suit. About 85 per 
cent of the cases are settled out of 
court through consent decrees in 
which the owner of the establishment 
being sued promises to cease dis- 
criminatory practices and post notices 
that his premises are open to all, re- 
gardless of race, creed or national 
origin. 


It is reassuring to learn that law 


enforcement agencies, from Southern 
police forces to the FBI and the Jus- 
tice Department, are vigorously pur- 
suing violations of the Civil Rights 
Act 
w h e n e v e r they find dis- 


crimination. 


But how shameful it is, for all of us 


— North and South, black and white 
— that any American should still face 
humiliation simply for exercising a 
constitutional right to seek a meal, a 
drink or a haircut in a place of public 
accommodation. It is not the victims 
of such discrimination who should feel 
degraded, but rather the perpetrators.

my disappointment, then, when the 
program was dropped the second she 
entered first grade. I realized that 
state funds were not available, but all 
the same, I wondered why the teach- 
ers could not use their individual tal- 
ents to give the children extra stimu- 
lation.'When my daughter was seven 
years old, her teacher insisted that 
the class "wasn't ready yet" to learn 
how to read, study place value, etc. 
My daughter rebelled against school 
and insisted that I teach her, because 
she was bored and "wanted to know." 
There was no one in the school to see 
that she got this individualized in- 
struction, and I had to take on this 
challenge, even though I pay real es- 
tate taxes every year which feed into 
the school system. 


Since that time, I have become ex- 


tremely disappointed in the District 59 
schools. I have volunteered in our 
school for the past five years and 
have only been involved once, so I can 
tell that our district is not exploiting 
to its best advantage many of the non- 
expensive resources which we have, 
namely parents and senior citizens. If 
the district is so horribly pushed for 
funds, for example, then why can't it 
involve the parents in gifted programs 
such as the Great Books Club? This is 
a free service and would cost the tax- 
payers absolutely nothing!! We do not 
need highly p,ld professionals to 
gobble up the district funds, but we do 


need concerned instruction,' whether 
f r o m paraprofessionals, interested 
parents, or older classroom aides, to 
give these youngsters the time that 
they so desperately need. 


As the Director of the Elk Grove 


Township Literacy Center for the past 
two years, I can tell you that there is 
another department of our school dis- 
trict which wastes funds which could 
be directed into this program. I had 
trained up to 50 volunteers as teach- 
ers of English as a Second Language, 
i n c l u d i n g several teenagers and 
adults who specially requested work 
with little children. When I contacted 
the district program director for mi- 
nority children, I was told that our 
free service could not be used in the 
schools, and that they could only use 
a salaried professional. 


I then referred my service to the 


esteemed Right-to-Read Director, and 
was told that the program was not yet 
off the ground, and I should sit on the 
advisory council. When the first meet- 
ing was cancelled and never resche- 
duled, I knew that there would never 
be an advisory council and that there 
would never be an outlet for volun- 
teer talents in School District 59. 


What is so heartbreaking about all 


of this is that it is the gifted children 
who are penalized for being smart. 
Charlene Bessey's valiant attempt tp 
recreate the program she began years 
ago deserves applause. For k seems 
that the district is determined to re- 
duce our schools to a mass of pro- 
grams for special education children, 
handicapped 
children, emotionally 


d i s t u r b e d children, and under- 
achievers. The creative and average 
children will go completely unnoticed 
because they don't fit into any of 
these categories. This is a 'cruel way 
for a school system to provide "equal 
opportunity" for the kids.

It's a fright 
when a city 
loses lights 


We are a world of electricity; a uni- 


verse of instantaneous «switches and 
buttons and relays. Few give it much 
thought, unless we are deprived of it 
Electricity is not a service; it's a 
monthly bill. It is the most taken for 
granted treasure we have. 


South Florida lost its volts and bio- 


watts for several hours recently and 
its little world came apart. I was in 
New York some years ago when Con 
Ed blew its cool and was astonished 
at what happened to the Big Apple. 


At the time, I was in the cellar stu- 


dio of ABC doing commentary on the 
Adolf Eichmann trial. Sitting in the 
gloom outside the cone of lights was a 
young sports commentator named 
Howard Cosell. When my program ex- 
pired, he could begin his multi-syl- 
labled denunciations of everybody. 


SUDDENLY THE lights died. A di- 


rector yelled, "Who cut that switch'" 
The cellar was silent and black. A 
ghostly voice said, "The whole city is 
dark." When we became convinced 
that the lights would not go on again, 
the Cosells, the Bishops, the elec- 
tricians, the cameramen felt their 
way along rough concrete walls and 
up toward the city. 


New York was eerily quiet Automo- 


bile lights seemed brighter. Everyone 
knew it was just a big fuse, or a mas- 
ter switch Any moment, the lights 
would go on. The moments dragged 
their feet through hows. 


Each of the eight million persons 


dwelled on his deprivation. No one 
saw all of it. All electric toothbrushes 
stopped. X-ray machines flickered 
black. At three major airports, run- 
way lights expired. The throbbing 
presses of the Daily News slowed and 
stopped spitting newspapers. 


PRISONS WENT dark. In the main 


post office, workers stopped sorting 
mail. Electric doors refused to open. 
A night baseball game ended in the 
first inning. The Harlem River bridge 
stuck in the up position. Gasoline 
pumps all over clunked to a stop. 


In 30 hospitals, night supervisors 


begged patients to be calm and ran to 
find out how to start the temporary 
generators. Airport radar faded into 
b l a n k s c r e e n s . Sewage pumps 
stopped. 


Classy restaurants on Park Avenue 


and on Fifth emptied onto dark side- 
walks and nobody paid a check. Har- 
ness races couldn't start. Hundreds of 
thousands of air conditioners emitted 
little coughs and stopped. At the night 
drive-in banks money paused halfway 
between teller and depositor. 


FROZEN FOOD began to leak. 


Electric typewriters wouldn't work. 
Computers forgot how to think. Traf- 
fic lights showed neither red nor 
green. A half-million drivers used 
horns, which still worked. Elevators 
stopped between floors and some 
people became hysterical. 


Escalators stopped carrying any- 


one. Sewing machines quit. All the 
movies stopped and the red exit lights 
went out. Fire alarms wouldn't func- 
tion Automatic laundries stopped ro- 
tating just after the bleach had been 
thrown in. 


E l e c t r i c irons cooled. Burglar 


alarms no longer snitched. Water 
heatei-s quit. A million, electric clocks 
died with hands in air. No electric eye 
garage would open or close. Hair cur- 
lers quit. Coffee timers refused to or- 
der percolation. 


A whole world came to an awesome 


halt. There was an uneasiness about 
it. New York stopped chlorinating its 
water. Subway trains screeched to a 
stop between stations, caught in a di- 
verticulosis of the city's bowels. 


ALL MEN WERE helpless. They 


could walk. They could talk. Millions 
tried to joke about it. Electric bus- 
trolleys stood in the middle of streets. 
Radio stations went off the air 
Switchboards blanked out. In vehicu- 
lar tunnels, carbon monoxide reached 
dangerous levels and all traffic was 
stopped. 


A million families swore as they 


reached for candles. In the sky. the 
stars became bright. A halo of perpet- 
ual dusk surrounded the big city. Po- 
lice stations blacked out. 


It wasn't the end of the world. It 


felt like it. Without electricity, man 
became as helpless as he will be.

Six Mys Continental Airlines will be 
flying to Japan this (all, you better 
believe him. Robert Forman Six has 
been making believers out of people 
for 40 years. 


He also feels Continental has a good 


chance of flying to Australia and New 
Zealand after losing the refute in 1069 
to American Airlines In a bitter battle 
with the White House. 


"We hope to extend our transpacific 


route via Saipan to Tokyo this fall 
with dally service cut of Saipan," said 
the tanned, six foot former Califor- 
nlan who has been flglnuig for a 
transpacific route for more than a 
decade. 


"We still think the Callfornia-Aus- 


Iralia-New Zealand route Is a good 
one. It's not a gold mine, but it's a 
good long-haul route through Fiji. And 
the traffic and rates are up suf- 
ficiently to make It profitable." 


THE FORMER NEWSPAPER cir- 


culation manager also Is convinced

lines within the next few months. 


"We are not going to have deregula-

Natural gas firm 
seeks rate hike 


Natural Gas Pipeline Co. of America, which supplies gas to 14 


million customers in nine Midwestern and Southwestern states, 
Tuesday filed a 4.4 per cent rate increase proposal with the Feder- 
al Power Commission. FPC procedure will permit the hike to take 
effect next Dec. 1, pending review and possible refund order. The 
higher rate would apply to 49 gas distribution utilities and munici- 
palities in Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska, 
Oklahoma, Texas and Wisconsin, including the four major dis- 
tributors in the Chicago area. "No one likes the prospect of higher 
energy costs, especially after last winter," S. M. Salvlno, president 
of Natural, said. "But the alternative is even worse — severe 
shortfalls of gas." Natural has pending before the FPC $111 mil- 
lion a year la rate hikes put into effect on a conditional basis in 
1975 and 1978. The firm has asked for a settlement of those cases 
which would provide $35 million in new annual revenue and result 
In refunds of $71.5 million to customers. 


Milk prices may rise 4-7 cents 


Supermarket prices for whole milk and cottage cheese may start 


to Increase as a result of higher production costs and federal milk 
price support levels. A 4 to 7 cents a gallon price increase for 
regular milk may be announced by the Jewel Food Stores chain, 
although the effective date is uncertain, said spokesman Mike 
Halt. Halt said milk prices "have been pretty stable" for the past 
IB months. There was a decline from $1.69 a gallon to the current 
$1.57 a gallon price for whole milk last October, Halt said. Labor, 
production, distribution and government price support level costs 
account for planned price increases, he said. 


Worker seniority legal: court 
The Supreme Court ruled Tuesday that a worker seniority sys- 


tem may be legal even though it perpetuates a historic pattern of 
racial discrimination. When Congress passed the 1964 Civil Rights 
Act barring discrimination in employment, it clearly did not intend 
to water down or "outlaw the use of existing seniority lists," the 
justices said. The court said a pattern of discrimination against 
blacks and Spanish-speaking drivers had been shown In trucking 
Industry hiring of long-haul drivers. But it upheld a union seniority 
system which continues to "lock" these minority workers into 
lower paying jobs. Writing for the seven-man majority, Justice 
Potter Stewart said: "An otherwise neutral, legitimate seniority 
•ystem does not become unlawful (under the Civil Rights Act) 
simply because It may perpetuate pre-act discrimination." 


First quarter pay hike only 1.5% 
Wages and salaries of American workers rose by an average 1.5 


per cent during the first quarter of 1977, less than any quarter in 
the past year, the Labor Dept. reported Tuesday Over the last 
year, wages and salaries have risen an average 6 8 per cent. Com- 
pared with increases of 1.9 per cent in the first and final quarters 
of 1976, the smaller increases during last January through March 
stemmed from fewer collective bargaining settlements reached in 
that period. 


Farm prices rise another 2% 
Prices for raw farm products which serve as an early warning 


•ystem for future trends in retail food prices rose another 2 per 
cent In the month ending May 15, the Agriculture Dept. reported 
Tuesday. The Increase, led by gains for cattle, hogs, soybeans, 
potatoes and peaches, ws the sixth consecutive monthly rise in the 
overall farm price average and left prices 2 per cent above a year 
earlier. Higher cattle prices appeared to confirm predictions that 
retail beef costs will be heading up this summer. 


Graduate job market improves 
The job market Is Improving for college students and graduates, 


• survey released Tuesday says. The survey, done by Frank S. 
Endicott, retired director of placement at Northwestern Univer- 
sity, indicates the nation's larges busines firms his year wil hire 
23 per cent more college graduates with bachelors degrees than 
last year and 17 per cent more graduates with masters degrees. 
Endicott also predicted in his survey report that many corpo- 
rations will be hiring more college students for summer jobs this 
year than in 1976. 


Plastics firm to build plant 
Richardson Co., Des Plaines, announced it will build a plant in 


Philadelphia, Miss, to make plastic parts. The plant will cost 
about $3.5 million. Turner Partnership of Jackson, Miss., will de- 
sign the plant. A 25-acre site has been obtained and the plant is to 
be in operation In the fint quarter of 1978. 


A CONTINENTAL Airlines route 
to Japan will be approved in a

Dow Jones falls to 17-month low 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Despite a 


frantic rally attempt, the Dow Jones 
Industrial average fell Tuesday to its 
lowest level in nearly 17 months in the 
stock market's seventh loss in eight 
sessions. Trading was moderate. 


The Dow average, which had rallied 


from a five-point deficit to a two-point 
gam in the early afternoon, cased 17 
to 898 66 at the close. That wa.% the 
lowest level since it closed at 890.82 on 
Jan. 6,1976. 


The Dow has fallen 43.25 points 


since May 18, including a 9.24-point 
loss Friday that pushed it under the 
900 level for the first time in more 
than 16 months. This has sparked fur- 
ther selling. The closely watched av- 
erage plunged 31.63 points over-all 


last week. The market was closed 
Monday for the Memorial Day holiday. 


Analysts said the afternoon rally at- 


tempt was due to a bargain hunting, 
which they considered normal in light 
of the Dow's sharp slide the past two 
weeks. Some noted the rally attempt 
died after the Agriculture Department 
reported a 2 per cent jump in farm 
prices during the latest statistical 
month. Most expect a bargain-hunting 
rally soon.

Even at iive weeks old 
best toys also please

(First of three parts) 


A toy pleases a baby when its characteristics exactly match the 


baby's own emerging Interests and abilities. 


PriscUla was five weeks old when I went to visit her. As I held 


her, her eyes roamed all around the room, not fixing on anything, 
not appearing to see any one thing. Her. arms and legs moved 
restlessly. 


Now I knew that a new baby is most apt to notice objects that 


provide strong dark and light contrasts, that he or she prefers 
pictures of faces to other patterns, and sees objects best when they 
are positioned 6 to 12 inches away. So, before visiting my friend's 
tiny daughter, I had cut an oval the size of a butter plate/out of 
white poster board and had drawn on it with a black felt marker a 
bold sketch of a face. The eyes were very prominent. I taped a 
piece of string to the back. 


When I placed Priscilla in her cradle, I tied the face picture to 


the Slats near the sheet. When her eyes moved in the direction of 
the face, they came to rest. Her glance riveted on that object six 
inches away. Her jerking limbs became still. She stared at .the 
face about three minutes — "the longest she's ever stared at 
anything," her mother commented in amazement. Her eyes swung 
away but returned in a moment to focus again on the drawing. 


THE TOY EVIDENTLY matched PriscUla's stage of devel- 


opment. It gave her a reason to exercise one of her developing 
skills, that of looking. 


From three to nine weeks a baby is only in the business of 


looking when not nursing or sleeping. And the baby Is looking to 
the side rather than straight up most of the time when lying on its 
back. Therefore mobiles should not be hung directly overhead but 
to the side, and the figures should dangle about 12 inches from the 
eyes. 


Since the baby is looking at the bottoms of the figures, their 


undersides should be broad and colorful. Many commercial mo- 
biles have objects with attractive profiles, making them in- 
teresting only from the adult's point of view. The bottoms are 
narrow' and undecorated. A parent could draw several faces, em- 
phasizing the eyes and, after taping string to the reverse side of 
the pictures, tie them to a support on the right side of the bed. 


A stimulating crib environment is one that changes as a baby's 


abilities advance. After two months of age a baby is not content to 
explore a toy just visually. The baby wants to get its hands in- 
volved. This desire results first in a batting motion, then a finger- 
ing of surfaces, and finally a sophisticated reach and grasp. 


DURING THE BATTING stage a baby will appreciate objects 


that swing and rattle when struck. The sound and movement are a 
reward for the baby's efforts. More and more the baby will enjoy 
being the cause of an effect. Objects attached to an elasticized 
string jiggle satisfyingly. The string can be stretched across car- 
riage or car bed. 


At three months, when a baby starts fingering his clothes and 


sheets, you can suspend swatches of cloth of varying textures 
above the hands (six to eight inches from the eyes). The point is to 
encourage innate curiosity, offering contrasting surfaces — such

as silky, nubby, limp, and stiff — to examine. An enriched crib 
environment widens a baby's horizon and keeps boredom away. 


As soon as a baby begins to interact manually with toys they 


must be securely attached to a support device which is also firmly 
fastened to the crib, playpen, or some piece of furniture near the 
infant seat. Anything that really captures a baby's fancy will be 
persistently tugged at. 


YOU MIGHT BUY a commercial mobile for its well-constructed 


support arm. Then you could remove its creatures and rig up 
•'feelables" of your own choosing — a household utensil, a bell, a 
rattle, a soft animal or doll. 


As your baby learns during its fourth of fifth month to reach for 


a toy and coordinate this reach with a grasping action, you should 
no longer have objects dangling on strings. They will swing out of 
reach when touched, thus disappointing the small readier. 


Instead, take a hanger and bend the bottom wore so that the 


center of it comes close to the hook. You now have two rigid 
extensions. You can tie or tape interestingly contoured ojbects to 
the ends of these. Then fasten the hook of the hanger in a stationa- 
ry position to whatever support arm you are using. When your 
baby reaches out to manipulate the object, it will stay in the place 
he reaches toward. ., 


For the first six months a baby's world is the environment 


within two to three feet of the eyes. Parents can make their baby's 
life more interesting by providing interior decoration for crib and 
playpen geared precisely to developing early interesfa^nd skills.

"they will be embarrassed and sha- 
ken up, but pleased." 


SHE HAS conducted 30 to 40 panels

P a n e l i s t s represent all income 


groups from the poverty level to

Clients represent a wide variety of

THE RESULTS of the Triola- 


Marvin case are easy to imagine. 
In California, cases involving liv- 
ing together couples who see a 
similarity between their situations 
and the present Triola case are 
rushing to the courts in that state. 


Further complications could be 


brought about by the community 
property laws there which, in gen- 
eral, entitle husband and wife to 
share their Incomes no matter 
who earn it, 


If you have something like this 


case In mind, I wouldn't push it. 
It's still too early to tell what is 
going to happen when the next 
case conies around. The best 
thing to do — if you're living with 
someone or thinking about it — is 
to get everything down in writing. 
Who gets what, who pays for 
what, Insurance policies, bank ac- 
counts, titles to property don't 
seem like much when you're bas- 
king in love's glow, but should the 
flame go out, what can you do 
with the ashes?

Play: work of babyhood 


Even at five weeks old 
best toys also please

A toy pleases a baby when its characteristics exactly match the 


baby's own emerging Interests and abilities. 


Priscilla was five weeks old when I went to visit her. As I held 


her, her eyes roamed all around the room, not fixing on anything, 
not appearing to see any one thing. Her arras and legs moved 
restlessly. 


Now I knew that a new baby is most apt to notice objects that 


provide strong dark and light contrasts, that be or she prefers 
pictures of faces to other patterns, and sees objects best when they 
are positioned 6 to 12 inches away. So, before visiting my friend's 
tiny daughter, I bad cut an oval the size of a butter plate out of 
white poster board and had drawn on it with a black felt marker a 
bold sketch of a face. The eyes were very prominent I taped a 
piece of string to the back. 


When I placed Priscilla in her cradle, I tied the face picture to 


the slats near the sheet. When her eyes moved in the direction of 
the face, they came to rest. Her glance riveted on that object sis 
inches away. Her jerking limbs became stfll. She stared at the 
face about three minutes — "the longest she's ever stared at 
anything," her mother commented in amazement. Her eyes swung 
away but returned in a moment to focus again on the drawing. 


THE TO/ EVIDENTLY matched Priscilla's stage of devel- 


opment. It gave her a reason to exercise one of her developing 
skills, that of looking. 


From three to nine weeks a baby is only in the business of 


looking when not nursing or sleeping. And the baby Is looking to 
the side rather than straight up most of the time when lying on its 
back. Therefore mobiles should not be hung directly overhead but 
to the side, and the figures should dangle about 12 inches from the 
eyes. 


Since the baby is looking at the bottoms of the figures, their 


undersides should be broad and colorful. Many commercial mo- 
biles have objects With attractive profiles, making them in- 
teresting only from the adult's point of view. The bottoms are 
narrow' and undecorated. A parent could draw several faces, em- 
phasizing the eyes and, after taping string to the reverse side of 
the pictures, tie them to a support on the right side of the bed. 


A stimulating crib environment is one that changes as a baby's 


abilities advance. After two months of age a baby is not content to 
explore a toy just visually. The baby wants to get its hands in- 
volved. This desire results first in a batting motion, then a finger- 
ing of surfaces, and finally a sophisticated reach and grasp. 


DURING THE BATTING stage a baby will appreciate objects 


that swing and rattle when struck. The sound and movement are a 
reward for the baby's efforts. More and more the baby will enjoy 
being the cause of an effect. Objects attached to an elasticized 
string jiggle satisfyingly. The string can be stretched across car- 
riage or car bed. 


At three months, when a baby starts fingering his clothes and 


sheets, you can suspend swatches of cloth of varying textures 
above the hands (six to eight inches from the eyes). The point is to 
encourage innate curiosity, offering contrasting surfaces — such

as silky, nubby, limp, and stiff — to examine. An enriched crib 
environment widens a baby's horizon and keeps boredom away. 


As soon as a baby begins to interact manually with toys they 


must be securely attached to a support device which is also firmly 
fastened to the crib, playpen, or some piece of furniture near the 
infant seat. Anything that really captures a baby's fancy will be 
persistently tugged at. 


YOU MIGHT BUY a commercial mobile for its well-constructed 


support arm. Then you could remove its creatures and rig up 
"fee!ables" of your own choosing — a household utensil, a bell, a 
rattle, a soft animal or doll. 


As your baby learns during its fourth of fifth month to reach for 


a toy and coordinate this reach with a grasping action, you should 
DO longer have objects dangling on strings. They will swing out of 
reach when touched, thus disappointing the small reacher. 


Instead, take a hanger and bend the bottom wire so that the 


center of it comes close to the hook. You now have two rigid 
extensions. You can tie or tape interestingly contoured ojbects to 
the ends of these. Then fasten the hook of the hanger in a stationa- 
ry position to whatever support arm you are using. When your 
baby reaches out to manipulate the object, it will stay in the place 
he reaches toward. 


For the first six months a baby's world is the environment 


within two to three feet Of the eyes. Parents can make their baby's 
life more interesting by providing interior decoration for crib and 
playpen geared precisely to developing early interesta-and skills.

As a consumer affairs consultant, 


she lines up panels of women to air 
their grievances, suggestions and ap- 
plause before her clients, who are not 
Identified until each meeting ends. 


"Regional 
supermarket 
chains 


bring In their store managers and 
personnel for the panel discussions," 
Mrs. Kennedy said In an Interview. 
"They want to get insights Into shop- 


pers' attitudes and ideas for improv- 
ing their services." 


If the panelists have really criti- 


cized a market, Mrs. Kennedy said, 
"they will be embarrassed and sha- 
ken up, but pleased." 


SHE HAS conducted 30 to 40 panels 


annually over the past 15 years 
through her company, Feminine Fore- 
cast, Inc. 


P a n e l i s t s represent all income 


groups from the poverty level to 
|30,000-$40,000 a yesx, she said. 


Clients represent a wide variety of 


fields: hair care and cosmetics manu- 
facturing, chemical products manu- 
facturing, Pharmaceuticals, toiletries, 
home furnishings, moving companies, 
airlines, fashions and food, among 
others. 


Ten years ago, women were trust- 


ing, Mrs. Kennedy said. Then, they 
went through a period of healthy 
skepticism, followed by claims of rip- 
offs. 


"Now, I see more willingness to 


trust again," sr3 said. 


To reflect current trends, her eight- 


member panels are structured to have 
more 
working than non-working 


wives. Each includes at least four 
working wives and one single woman.' 
Their ages range from 21 to 60. 


EACH PROGRAM runs two hours, 


to give all panelists'get a chance to 
express their views. 


Their complaints? 
"It's almost a cliche," Mrs. Kenne- 


dy said. "They say advertising and 
particularly TV advertising, talks 


down to them. It doesn't reflect what 
their lives really are like." 


They also complain that advertising 


talks over their shoulders to their 
children. 


"Some younger mothers say they 


take their children to market to point 
out what is good and what ia bad (to 
counteract the ads' influence)," she 
said. 


"I have had women say they warn 


other people not to shop at certain 
stores." 


The panels have confirmed, among 


other things, that single women and 
21-year-olds with children are very 
budget-conscious shoppers; that sin- 
gles spend more money than other 
women for clothes and high-fashion 
products. 


MRS. KENNEDY said one airline 


campaigning to get more women trav- 
elers heard panelists complain how 
neglected women passengers feel. The 
panelists also thought the airline's 
food was terrible. Tasteless meat was 
the biggest complaint Mrs. Kennedy 
said. The women felt they should have 
choice of diet and more fresh salads. 


"In the drug area, they are much 


more concerned with what goes in 
their bodies than on their faces," she 
said. She is beginning to consult with 
pharmaceutical, companies 
about 


cheaper forms, of prescription drugs 
and the interactions of prescription 
and non-prescription drugs. 


Mrs. Kennedy is convinced such re- 


search has real Impact on the way big 


companies do business. She cited the 
case of a hair product manufacturer 
who introduced unscented hair spray 
about 12 years ago because consumer 
panelists had asked for it. 


A SUPERMARKET owner whose 


customers complained they couldn't 
find clerks to help them introduced 
name tags and bright uniforms to in- 
crease the staffs' visibility. 


And a bank in Buffalo, N.Y 
in- 


stalled little rooms where customers 
can confer with bank officers A panel 
had revealed that many people pai- 
ticularly in smaller towns and cities, 
object to talking with bank officeis in 
open lobbies because they think pass- 
ersby will assume they are asking for 
a loan

so I don't see any need for cancella- 
tion of the contract," he said. 


TEACHERS AND BOARD represen- 


tatives have had four contract nego- 
tiating sessions since March and have 


another meeting scheduled for Satur- 
day. District 23 bat about 90 teachers. 


"Canceling the contract takes away 


the contractual rights teachers have 
now," Kessler said. "Regardless of 
. whether the board says they intend to 
continue these rights as, a matter of 
policy, the fact still remains that they 
can cancel them whenever they so de- 
sire and that's totally unacceptable." 


Board Pres. Melvin Lace said the 


contract cancellation is not an at- 
tempt to deprive teachers of existing 
benefits or rights and added that the 
new contract'proposed by the board 
Includes the items both sides, have 
agreed to in the past. • 
'"We've reworded, clarified and up- 
dated, but we haven't taken anything 
away from the teachers," he said.

THE OXYGEN was still hooked up 


to Singel as he recalled what hap- 
pened Sunday evening when 22 Elk 
Grove Village firefighters responded 
to the call at the condominium com- 
plex. 


Singel and Fire Chief John Menricl 


agreed that it appeared to be a "nor- 
mal fire situation" at the beginning, 


When the firefighters arrived, all 


the residents were already outside the 
building, most of them having fled 
through rear doors to avoid dense 
smoke In the halls. 


"There was dense smoke on both 


floors," Singel said, "but there was no 


Des Plaines told 
to join water 
conservation 


Des Plaines should join neighboring 


communities in their efforts to con- 
serve water even though it currently 
has an ample supply, Phillip Lindahl. 
Des Plaines environmental officer, 
said Tuesday. 


"We've got to counteract the atti- 


tude, 'We've gat all the water we 
need, we should use as much as we 
can,'" he said. 


"At this point in time the Des 


Plaines city government isn't con- 
cerned with water conservation, and 1 
think this is wrong," he said. 


Several surrounding suburbs have 


started extensive water conservation 
programs Jn the face of rapidly falling 
water tables. 


MOUNT PROSPECT recently be- 


gan a campaign to get residents to 
conserve, Including restrictions on 
sprinkling. The village has set up 
hugh toothbrushes and shower nozzles 
next to roadside signs urging people 
to cut their water consumption. 


Des Plaines avoided the current wa- 


ter shortage when It began purchasing 
Lake Michigan water from Chicago in 
IMS. Mount Prospect currently is in- 
vestigating the possibility of purchas- 
ing Chicago water directly from Des 
Plaines. 


"Mount Prospect is doing such a 


good job of conserving water and for 
DOT Plaines to flaunt It and not even 
consider conserving It, I think is 
wrong," Lindahl said. 


Lindahl was reacting to statements 


made by Des Plaines Public Works 
Comr. Joseph Schwab that the city's 
water supply is in "tremendous 
shape." 


Schwab alio said Des Plaines resi- 


dents can use all of the water they 
wont. There are no sprinkling restric- 
tions. 


SCHWAB TUESDAY said he wasn't 


Implying Des Plalncs shouldn't try to 
.conserve water. 


"At the present time we have plenty 


of water, but In the near future we're 
going to have to become Involved in 
water conservation," he said. 


Richard Herrout, chairman of the 


Des Plaines environmental commis- 
sion, said the commission is consid- 
ering several ways Des. Plaines can 
conserve water. 


Among these are changing the 


building codes to require new build- 
ings to Install plumbing that use* less 
water and prohibiting restaurants 
irom giving patrons a glass of water. 


"There's no doubt that Des Pluines 


will have to do something," Herrout 
said. 


DES PLAINES is the only North- 


west suburb promised more water 
than it asked for in the state's 1980 
Lake Michigan water allocations. By 
that lime several other suburbs hope 
to bt getting water from Lake Mich- 
igan. 


Dts Plains* was given a larger allo- 


cation so It would not have to draw 
from wells, which would lower the 
water table for other suburbs. Less 
than half of toe city's water comes 
from wells.

Singel entered the building without a 
mask to direct the men as they tried 
to locate what they still believed was 
a fire on the second Ifoor. 


As the men worked inside with Sing- 


el and began checking for hot spots 
that might pinpoint the fire's location, 
they began removing their masks be- 
cause they are cumbersome and 
make work difficult. 


After remaining in the building four 


or five minutes, Singel went on the 
roof to see if the fire might have been 
coming through an attic or vent. 


It was then he began to feel ill. 
"THERE WAS A terrible tightening 


in the chest. One of the paramedics 
said 'Let me take your blood pres- 
sure.' " After the paramedic finished, 
he sent Singel to a waiting ambu- 
lance as other firefighters began to 
take 111.

IN A COVER letter distributed with 


the report to members of Congress, 
Ashley said the concerns expressed to 
OTA "underscore the gravity of our 
energy situation and the need to act 
expedlttously on the National Energy 
Act." 


The report said toe OTA informa- 


tion was gathered in two separate, 
week-long panel meetings involving 15 
to 20 energy experts each. One panel 
focused on supply, white the other 
looked at demand. 


Members of the supply panel found

on a strike which would have affected 
Chicago cabs only.

pool Tuesday. 


Yellow Cab driver Sam Sagalow 


was willing to give up his ."$180 to 
$190" per week salary in order to 
back the union and its demends. 


Sagalow said he is tired'of the hours 


he has to work to make a living. And 
he is against a new demand by the 
cab companies — that union drivers 


pay for their own gas as do indepen- 
dent lease drivers. 


"When was the last time we got a 


decent raise?" Sagalow asked. "The 
truck drivers get $10 per hour. I'm 
putting in IS to 16 hours to make it 
sometimes.. Now they want to shaft us 
on top of it."

owned by the family includes the 128- 
acre golf course at 1003 N. Milwaukee 
Avc.

BUFFALO GROVE Trustee Clarice 


Rech challenged Wheeling's claim to 
the property, saying Buffalo Grove 
had Included the area in a 1972 mas- 
ter plan. 


Mel Randal, Buffalo Grove plan 


commissioner said Chevy Chase is 
part of the village's comprehensive 
plan "and we're very protective ot 
our plan." He said Buffalo Grove re- 
jected development plans for the area 


from the Johnstons "because we felt 
the density was too high. 


Wheeling Turstee Hugh Sommerfeld 


said the Chevy Chase property was 
designated on Wheeling's master plan 
in 1965. 


"Did your plan commission consid- 


er that by annexing that area the Vil- 
lage of Wheeling is cut off from any 
development in any direction?!' he 
said. 


BUFFALO GROVE Trustee Robert; 
Bogart said Buffalo Grove cannot con- 
sider Wheeling's proposal upsetting 
the boondariw at the Soo line R.R 


tracks. Under the proposal, Wheeling 
would annex all land east of the 
tracks and Buffalo Grove would annex 
all land west of the tracks. 


"We need industrial area. We bold 


the sewer rights in Lake County, and 
you need those.

Weekend water woes an omen? 


Northwest suburban residents may 


b* facing a long, dry summer, as evi- 
denced by the Memorial Day weekend 
water shortages. 


Residents got their first taste of the 


water shortage Saturday when three 
towns enacted sprinkling and outside 
water use bans after heavy water us- 
age drained village reserves. 


In Arlington Heights, both of the vil- 


lage's, elevated 
tanks 
went dry, 


prompting a sprinkling ban that is 
still in effect. 


THE BANS ALSO prohibit the use 


of water for car washing, gardens and 
filling swimming pools. Some commu- 
nities, however, offer permits for resi- 
dents with newly sodded lawns. 


Palatine also emptied one of its two 


main reservoirs and the second was 
down to only 20 feet of water. The 
sprinkling ban imposed Saturday was 
lifted Tuesday because of morning 
rains. But officials say they expect 
the bans to become common. 


"If demand keeps up as It has the 


past two weeks, I wouldn't be sur- 
prised if we have to impose a total 
ban at least on weekends," said Rob- 
ert Miller, public works director. 


In Honing* Meadows, the sprinkling 


ban Is still in effect. Well levels 
dropped some 20 feet between Thurs- 
day and Friday, , but officials, have 
made no decisions yet. 


ASSISTANT ,j CITY '"Mgr. Charles 


Green said officials are in the middle, 
of "analyzing what happened this 
weekend" and will have some an- 
swers in a few days. 


Most of the towns that had prob- 


lems were operating without some of 
their wells. Three welts were out of 
service in Arlington Heights, one was 
out ia Rolling Meadows and Pala- 
tine's shallow wells are being pumped 
at a reduced rate. 


Wheeling Village Mgr. Terry L. 


Zerkle said the village staff is now 
developing a sprinkling plan that will 
"avoid the possibility of tanks being 
depleted."

He said water reserves were low 


over the weekend, but said the village 
is "maintaining a level right now." 


"If it's a situation where, there's ex- 


tremely hot weather with intermittent 
rainfalls, we'll be in pretty good 
shape," Zerkle said. "It's the periods 
where there's hot dry weather when 
people do a lot of lawn sprinkling that 
depletes the tanks." 


SEVERAL TOWNS had few.prob- 


lems. Mount Prospect officials said 
well levels have dropped, but that wa- 
ter conservation programs have pre- 


vented any serious problems. 


In Elk Grove Village, Schaumburg, 


Hoffman Estates and Buffalo Grove, 
sprinkling restrictions are in force, 
but there has been no need for total 
bans. 


'•We foresee no problems as long as 


there are no mechanical failures or 
geological problems that arise such as 
equipment failure or sand cave-ins," 
said Charles Willis, village manager 
of Elk Grove Village. "The whole sys- 
tem is operating just fine."

T H E R E HAVE been 
several 


analyses 
recently, that 
suggested 


world oil demand would outgrow sup- 
ply by the early 1980s, creating inter- 
national tensions. But the new report 
said energy producers and users con- 
vened by OTA "have made the most 
sobering analysis yet of the gravity of 
the energy crisis." 


It quoted Skip Johns, director of the 


OTA group conducting the study, as 
saying In an energy committee brief- 
ing last week: "The consensus is that 
the problem is so grave it contains the 
seeds of depression, revolution and 
even word war." 


The report indicated Johns made 


his statement in reply to a committee 
staff question and did not go into spe- 
cifics. 


Congressional 
sources, 
however, 


said a major concern is that world 
demand for oil will continue to grow 
and that producing nations will re- 
strict supply, causing sharp price in- 
creases and increased tensions both at 
home and abroad. 


IN A COVER letter distributed with 


the report to members of Congress, 
Ashley said the concerns expressed to 
OTA "underscore the gravity of our 
energy situation and the need to act 
expeditiously on the National Energy 
Act." 


The report'said the OTA informa- 


tion was gathered in two separate, 
week-long panel meetings involving 15 
to 20 energy experts each. One panel 
focused on supply, while the other 
looked at demand. 


Members of the supply panel found 


Carter's projections for 1965 "fea- 
sible" but probably too optimistic, the 
report said. It said they forecast ac- 
tual daily supply in 1965 might fall 
short of the plan by 2 million barrels, 
2 million tons of coal and the nuclear 
energy equivalent of 500,000 barrels of 
oil.

Union cab drivers for Checker Taxi 


and Yellow Cab companies were tem- 
porarily spared the hardships of a 
strike Tuesday, but the bitterness of 
drivers involved in the contract dis- 
pute lingers. 


A 12:01 a.m. Wednesday strike was 


avoided when Acting Chicago Mayor 
Michael 
Bilandic, 
announced 
the 


union and-cab companies had agreed 
to extend contract talks until June 17. 


Without Bilandic's last minute an- 


nouncement that some "plausible so- 
lutions" to the dispute were in the 
works, some of the 2,200 union drivers 
were willing to risk it all by going out 
on a strike which would have affected 
Chicago cabs only. 


IT WAS EVIDENT among drivers 


parked at the O'Hare Airport taxi 
pool Tuesday. 


Yellow Cab driver Sam Sagalow 


was willing to give up his "$180 to 
$190" per week salary in order to 
back the union and its demends. 


Sagalow said he is tired of the hours 


he has to work to make a living. And 
he is against a new demand by the 
cab companies — that union drivers 


pay for their own gas as do indepen- 
dent lease drivers. 


"When was the last time we got a 


decent raise?" Sagalow asked. "The 
truck drivers get $10 per hour. I'm 
putting in 15 to 16 hours to make it 
sometimes. Now they want to shaft us 
on top of it." 


HE SAID IF FORCED to pay for 


his own gas, it would cost him $2,000 
per year. 


A taxi driver for 15 years, Sagalow 


said he did not expect to receive any 
strike benefits from the union because 
"there ain't no money in the till." 


Threatening to cross the picket lines 


today were many of the 4,000 indepen- 
dent drivers who lease cabs from the 
companies for a fee ranging from $22 
to $34 per day. They already pay for 
their own gas/receive no union bene- 
fits and are not unanimously in favor 
of being represented by the union. 


The union is demanding representa- 


tion of independent drivers as another 
issue in the conflict. 


AS A RESULT, THE union drivers 


are pitted against many of the inde- 
pendent drivers, and neither has a

Was first smoke bomb call a 'set-up?'

The first person to report a fire at 


the Washington Square condominium 
apartments Sunday said he could see 
flames. 


All the calls that followed were re- 


ports of smoke only. 


"That's what makes me think it 


was a setfjp," Capt. Wayne Singe) of 
the Elk Grove Village Fire Dept., said 
from his hospital bed Tuesday. "There 
were no flames, 
and the caller 


wouldn't say that if he weren't trying 
to throw us off." 


THE OXYGEN was still hooked up 


to Singel as he recalled what hap- 
pened Sunday evening when 22 Elk 
Grove Village firefighters responded 
to the call at the condominium com- 
plex. 


Singel and Fire Chief John Henrici 


agreed that it appeared to be a "nor- 
mal fire situation" at the beginning. 


When the firefighters arrived, all 


the residents were already outside the 
building, most of them having fled 
through rear doors to avoid dense 
smoke in the halls. 


"There was dense smoke on both 


floors," Singel said, "but there was no 


tell-tale odor like with sulphur or chlo- 
rine which gives you a punch when 
you inhale them," he said gesturing 
with his fist to show how such gasses 
stun the person inhaling them. 


THERE WAS NOTHING to warn 


the firefighters that this was a smoke 
bomb, Henrici said. Besides, almost 
every fire smells different these days 
because of synthetic fibers and mate- 
rials. 


"You can tell wood and paper and 


things like that right away," Singel 
explained, "but there was nothing un- 
usual about the smell of this." 


When the firefighters arrived, they 


took all the usual precautions, in- 
cluding entering the building wearing 
their masks. 


Singel then directed the operation 


as firefighters opened doors and win- 
dows and used ventilating equipment 
to clear the smoke. 


AFTER THE SMOKE had appar- 


ently dissipated, the problems began. 
Singel entered the building without a 
mask to direct the men as they tried 
to locate what they still believed was 
a fire on the second Ifoor. 


As the men worked inside with Sing- 


el and began checking for hot spots 
that might pinpoint the fire's location, 
they began removing their masks be- 
cause they are cumbersome and 
make work difficult. 


After remaining in the building four 


or five minutes, Singel went on the 
roof to see if the fire might have been 
coming through an attic or vent. 


It was then he began to feel ill. 
"THERE WAS A terrible tightening 


in the chest. One of the paramedics 
said 'Let me take your blood pres- 
sure.' " After the paramedic finished, 
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
